The whole of this pariſl:, with that of Eaſt Barnet, forms but 
one manor *, now the property of Edward Beeſton Long, Eiq. 

Within this pariſh, but adjoining to that of Eaſt Barnet, is 
Greenhill Grove alias Pricklers, the ſeat of Andrew Reid, Eſq. This 


houſe (with the lands adjoining) was ſold by the crown, 1n the year 


1558, to John Marſh \, and came by deſcent and intermarriage to 
Sir John Wolfe, who died in 1703. His great nephew Thomas 
Brand, Eſq. fold it to the late John Pybus, Eſq. of Cheam in Surrey. 
General Prevoſt purchaſed it of Mr. Pybus in 1781, and his heirs | 
fold it to Mr. Reid the preſent proprictor *. 

The-pariſh church, dedicated to St. John the Baptiſt, is an ancient 


ſtructure. Mr. Newcome, in his Hiſtory of St. Alban's', informs 
us, that it was built about the year 1400, at the expence of John 


Moot, Abbot of St. Alban's*, as a chapel of cafe to Eaſt Barnet. 
It conſiſts of a chancel, nave, and two aiſles, ſeparated by cluſtered 
columns and pointed arches. At the weſt end is a fquare em- 


battled tower. In the nave is the following inſcription, now much 


_ mutilated: © Ora pro anima Johs. Beauchamp, hujus operis 


4 fundatoris.” Mr. Newcome ſuppoſes this Beauchamp to have 
been the architect; might he not rather have been a contributor 


to the work, or with Abbot Moot, the joint founder ? Over the

Againſt the ſouth wall of the chancel is a monument, with Gothic 
arches, ſupported by pillars of the Doric order, to the memory of 
Thomas Ravenſcroft, Eſq. *, whoſe effigies (in veined marble) is 
repreſented recumbent upon an altar tomb. He died in the year 
1630, having been twice married (to Thomaſine Smith and Bridget 
Powell). James, his eldeſt fon, who erected the monument, mar- 
ried Mary, daughter of William Peck, Eſq.—his daughter Tho— 
maſine married Godfrey Copely, Eſq. of Yorkſhire. On the north 
wall of the chancel is an altar tomb in memory of Fleanor, daughiter 
of Edward Cheſeman, Eſq. cofferer to Henry VII. married, 1. to 
Edward Taylor ; 2. to John Palmer, Eſq. of Kentiſh-town ; 06.

Chipping Barnet is in the dioceſe of London, and in the deanery 


of St. Alban's. The chapel here has been always annexed to the 


church of Eaſt Barnet“. In the year 1471, Sir Richard Bennet, 


then Parſon of Barnet, © confidering that in Cheping Barnet there

the crown. Twenty-ſeven acres of the rector's glebe are in this 
pariſh. The chapel of Chipping Barnet is ſtill ſerved by a curate, 
appointed by the rector of Eaſt Barnet. The preſent curate is the 
Reverend William Stringer. 

There is no regiſter of baptiſms in this pariſh of an earlier date 
than 1705, nor of burials earlier than 1678.

Queen Elizabeth, in the year 1573, gave to this cit a 1 


and garden (ſituated in the town) for a free-ſchool, in which nine

at five ſhillings per quarter. The Queen veſted the management 
of this ſchool in 24 governors. Alderman Owen, in 1077, gave 
31. per annum to the ſchool, and the ſame ſum annually for the 
repairs of the houſe; and in caſe the phyfic well“ ſhould become 
of no ule to the pariſh, a benefaction of 11. per annum, which he 
had left to keep it in repair, to go allo to the ſchool.

She left alſo towards the ſame endowment, a piece of 


copyhold land, which fell into the hands of the lords of the manor, 


and is now ſubject to the payment of 11. per annum, to the ſchool, 
In the year 1679, James Ravenſcroft, Eſq. being then 84 years 

of age, built an hoſpital, or alms-houſe, © for fix poor antient 

« women, being widows or maidens,” on a piece of ground which 


he had bought for that purpoſe. Having appointed the penſioners, 


he incorporated them by the name of the Siſters of Jeſus Hoſpital, 


and made one of them governeſs; nominating, at the ſame time, 
nine viſitors, which number he directed to be continued, the 
churchwardens of Barnet being always two of that number, two 
others to be elected from among the aldermen of St. Alban's, the 
remainder to be gentlemen reſiding in the neighbourhood, but not 
inhabitants of Barnet. It is directed by the ſtatutes of the founder, 
that the penſioners ſhall be fifty years of age, inhabitants of Bar- 
net *, © neither common beggars, common drunkards, backbiters, 
« talebearers, common ſcoulds, thieves, or other like perſons of 
infamous life or evil name or repute; or vehemently ſuſpected 
« of ſorceric, witcheraft, or charming, or guilty of perjury ; nor 
any ideot or lunatic.”” They are to take precedence, after the 
governeſs, according to priority of admiſſion. |

The founder, by his indenture, bearing date 1079, gave certain 
lands in the pariſhes of Stepney and Chipping Barnet for the ſup- 
port of this hoſpital, and directed that two-thirds of the profits 
ſhould be equally divided amongſt the penſioners ; the remainder to 


be appropriated to repairs, reaſonable wages for the collector, trea- 


ſurer, &c. and for emergencies. If there ſhould be any overplus 
at the year's end, it is to be divided among ſuch of the penſioners

to the governeſs as the viſitors ſhall think reaſonable. By a ſubſe- 
quent proviſo, he allots the profits of a garden, then valued at 10s. 
per annum, to the governeſs. In caſe of any great deſtruction by 


war or fire, the viſitors are empowered to diminiſh the penſions, or, 
if neceſſary, for a time, not to elect any new penſioners. The pre- 


ſent value of the lands given by the founder to this hoſpital is 421. 
per annum; beſides which, the truſtees have a ſtock of 7001. 3 per 
cent annuities, ariſing from fines for digging brick carth and 


gravel, Mrs. Barcock, anno 1731, bequeathed to the poor of this 


hoſpital, the reſiduary profit {after anſwering ſome ſpecific dona- 
tions) of certain lands purchaſed with a ſum of money then given 
by her *. This now produces 91. per annum to the hoſpital. 

John Garrett, Gent. by his will, bearing date 1729, left the ſum 
of 8ool. to build and endow an alms-houſe for ſix poor widows ; 
the remainder, after the building was finiſhed, purchaſed the ſum 
of 400l. in the 3 per cents. Iſaac Delafont, Eſq. anno 1767, gave, 
by will, to the poor of this alms-houſe, an exchequer annuity of 
361. per annum, which will expire in the year 1808, when the 
ſole income of this alms-houſc will be 121. per annum being the 
intereſt of 400 l. above mentioned.

The pariſh of Eaſt Barnet is bounded by Chipping Barnet, Friarn 
Barnet, and Enfield.

Trevor-park was, in 1732, the ſeat of the Hon. Thomas Trevor, 
afterwards Lord Trevor. In 1739, it was the property of William 
Pritchard Aſhurſt, Eſq. (grandſon of Sir William Aſhurſt, Alderman 
of London,) who bequeathed it to Dr. Hugh Smith. It is now the 
property and reſidence of his widow *, 

Buckſkin Hall, on the borders of the Chace, and partly within 
the pariſh of Enfield, was the property of Mrs. Trevor, on whoſe 


deceaſe it came to the late Lord Dacre. It is now the property of 


the dowager Lady Dacre, and in the occupation of the Hon. 
William Elphinſtone. 


Little Grove was the ſeat of the late Mr. Juſtice Willes, who 
purchaſed it of Fane William Sharpe, Eſq. Mr. Sharpe's father 
had at this place a Canada gooſe, which formed an extraordinary 
affection for a houſe dog. The ſtory is extremely well atteſted, and 
furniſhes a very curious anecdote in natural hiſtory. It was drawn 
up by Mr. F. W. pe and inſerted in his Py of Willoughby's 
Ornithology : 

« The following account of a Canada PD is ſo extraordinary, 
« that I am aware it would with difficulty gain credit, was not a 
„ whole pariſh able to vouch for the truth of it. The Canada 


„ geeſe are not fond of a poultry-yard, but are rather of a rambling 
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* diſpoſition ; one of theſe birds was obſerved, however, to attach 


« itſelf, in the ſtrongeſt and moſt affectionate manner, to the houſe-

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dog, would never quit the kennel except for the purpoſe of feed- 
ing, when it would return again immediately. It always ſat by 
the dog, but never preſumed to go into the kennel, except in 
rainy weather. Whenever the dog barked, the gooſe would 
cackle, and run at the perſon ſhe ſuppoſed the dog barked at, and 
try to bite him by the heels. Sometimes ſhe would attempt 
to feed with the dog; but this the dog, who treated his faithful 
companion rather with indifference, would not ſuffer. This bird 
would not go to rooſt with the others at night, unleſs driven by 
main force; and when in the morning ſhe was turned into the 
field, ſhe would never ſtir from the yard gate, but fit there the 
whole day in ſight of the dog. At laſt, orders were given that ſhe 
ſhould be no longer moleſted, but ſuffered to accompany the dog 
as ſhe liked: being thus left to herſelf, ſhe ran about the yard with 
him all night; and what is particularly extraordinary, and can be 


atteſted by the whole pariſh, whenever the dog went out of the 


yard and ran into the village, the gooſe always accompanied him, 


contriving to keep up with him by the aſſiſtance of her wings, 


and in this way of running and flying, followed him all over the 
pariſh. This extraordinary affection of the gooſe towards the 
dog, which continued till his death, two years after it was ſirſt 
obſerved, is ſuppoſed to have originated from his having acci- 


dentally ſaved her from a ſox in the very moment of diſtreſs. 


While the dog was ill, the gooſe never quitted him day nor 
night, not even to fecd; and it was apprehended that ſhe would 
have been ſtarved to death, had not orders been given for a pan 
of corn to be ſet every day cloſe to the kennel. At this time the 
gooſe generally fat 2 the Kennel, and would not ſuffer any one 


to approach it, except the perſon who brought the dog's or her 


own food. The end of this faithful bird was melancholy ; for 
when the dog died ſhe would ſtill keep poſſeſſion of the kennel, 
; and 
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« and a new houſe-dog being introduced, which in ſize and colour 
* reſcmbled that lately loſt, the poor gooſe was unhappily deceived, 
« and going into the kennel as uſual, the new inhabitant ſeized her 


by the throat and killed her.“ A ſimilar affection was obſerved

between a cat and a pigeon ſome years ago, at the houſe of the late 


Robert James, Eſq. of Putney, with this difference that it appeared 


to be reciprocal, What rendered it more extraordinary was, that 
they were both found onc day on the wall of tlie garden, and both 
became domeſticated at Mr. James's, where they continued to be 
inſeparable companions.

found by their inqueſt that Eaſt Barnet was a rectory, valued at 541. 
per annum; that Chipping Barnet was a chapel of eaſe to it, but 


had its own officers for church and poor; that the glebe was 32 


acres; that John Goodwin, who had been ſequeſtered from both 
churches, did then officiate at Eaſt Barnet; and Mr. Edward Bul- 
ſtrode at Chipping Barnet“. This rectory is rated in the king's 
books at 221. 28. 8 f d. per annum. The preſent parſonage-houſe was 
purchaſed by Sir Robert Berkeley in 16 31, and by him appropriated 
to the uſe of the rectors, to be held of him and his heirs on a leaſe 
of 99 years, renewable from time to time *. The old houſe, which 
ſtood near the church, was then in ruins. | 
Edward Grant, D. D. inſtituted to this rectory in 1591, was 
maſter of Weſtminſter ſchool during the ſpace of 20 years. He was 
eſteemed a good Latin poet, and one of the beſt claſſical ſcholars of 


his time. Dr. Grant compoſed A copious grammar of the Greek 


language, which was e by Camden, to whom he reſigned 
the ſchool in 1592 


Gilbert Burnet, inſtituted to the rectory of Eaſt Barnet in 1719, 
was ſon of Biſhop Burnct. He was ſuppoſed to have been a con- 
tributor to Hibernicus's Letters, and was certainly one of the 
authors of the Free Thinker : during the Bangorian controverſy he 
proved an able aſſiſtant to Biſhop Hoadly, in whoſe defence he 
wrote three pamphlets.

Sir Alexander ſays in his journal, that whilſt he was in America in 
1729 he found ſuch injudicious notions of liberty prevail, as were 
inconſiſtent with any kind of government, particularly with their 
dependence on the Britiſh nation. This ſuggeſted to him the idea 
of eſtabliſhing banks in each of the provinces dependent on the Bri- 
tiſh exchequer, and accountable to the Britiſh parliament, as the only 
means of ſecuring the dependency of the colonies. But it was not

ee Elſtree lies in the hundred of Caiſho, about three miles beyond 
extent, Kc. Edgware, and eleven from London. The pariſh is bounded by 
Edgware and Whitchurch on the ſouth and ſouth-weſt ; by Alden- 

ham and Shenley on the north ; and by Chipping Barnet on the 

caſt. It is to be obſerved, that the village ſtands in four pariſhes, a 

few houſes only, near the church, being in that of Elſtree; the 
remainder are in Edgware, Whitchurch, and Aldenham. The 
| Pariſh of Elſtree contains about 3000 acres of land, which is divided 
between arable and paſture nearly in an equal proportion. The ſoil 

is, for the moſt part, clay. Boreham Wood, a waſte of nearly 700 

acres, was incloſed about the year 1778, and is now in culture. 

This pariſh pays the ſum of 1511. 11s. to the land-tax, which is 

raiſed by a rate of about 1s. d. in the pound.

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Elſtree was formerly included in the manor of Parkbury, which 
belonged to the abbey of St. Alban's, and was granted, on the 


diſſolution of that monaſtery, to Anthony Denny, Eſq. whoſe 


grandſon Edward, in the year 1607, ſold that part of the eſtate, 


which was within this pariſh, with all manerial rights, to 


Robert Briſcoe, Eſq.; in whoſe family it continued till about 


the year 1748, when it was ſold to James Weſt, Eſq. M. P. for 


St. Alban's, who, in or about 1751, aliened it to —— Gulſton, Ely. 
of Widdial: Mr. Gulſton ſold it to Pigfatt, a gunſmith, who, within 
a few years, conveyed it to Thomas Jemmet, Eſq. In 1774 it 
was purchaſed of Mr. Jemmet by the late George Byng, Eſq. NI. P. 
for Middleſex, whoſe ſon is the preſent proprietor. This eſtate is 
now called the Manor of Borchana *. 


The pariſh church, a ſmall ſtructure, is ſuppoſed to have 
been built out of the ruins of the ancient city of Sulloniacæ, 
about a mile diſtant. It is dedicated to St. Nicholas; and conliſts

HE ſite of Theobalds palace lies a little to the north of the 

road to Ware at the diſtance of twelve miles from London, in 

the pariſh of Cheſhunt, which village i 1s beyond the limits e. 
for this work. 

The manor of Theobald was l called Cullynges, after- 


wards Tongs, and ſince the year 1440 "TRIES Tibbolds, or 
Theobalds, 


In the year 1 38 5 William Attemore of Cheſhunt, belong 1 in- 
debted to William de Tongge in the ſum of 101 l. it appears that 
the Manor of Cullynges in that pariſh, and an eſtate called 
Le Mores, both the property of William Attemore, were made 
over to Tongge, who thus became proprietor, and for ſome time 
gave name to this manor ', The eſtate then conſiſted of a capital 
meſſuage, 76 acres of arable, 91 of paſture, 10 of meadow, and 5+ 
of wood .

The original ſite of this manor was a ſmall moated houſe, the 
traces of which are {till viſible in Sir George Preſcott's park. 
Sir William Cecil (afterwards Lord Burleigh) began, about the year 
1560, to build upon a new fite, what, it is ſaid, he at firſt intended 
for a ſmall manſion, to be the reſidence of his younger ſon '®. On 
the 27th of July 1504, Queen Elizabeth firſt honoured him with a 
viſit at Theobalds. It is probable that ſhe then expreſſed an inten- 
tion of repeating her viſit, which induced her miniſter to enlarge his 
houſe for her better accommodation ; and that it was completed upon 
a more enlarged ſcale before the 22d of September 1571, when the 
Queen viſited him again, and was preſented with a copy of verſes, 
and a portrait of the houſe. Her viſits were repeated in 1572, 1575, 
1577, 1583, 1587, 1591, 1593, 1594, and 1596. In 1583, ſhe 
came with a large retinue, and ſtaid four days; the Earls of Leiceſ- 


ter and Warwick, the Lord Admiral, Lord Howard, Lord Hunſdon, 


Sir Chriſtopher Hatton, and Sir Francis Walſingham were then with 


her. In Murdin's State-Papers is the copy of a manuſcript in Lord 
Burleigh's own writing, ſpecifying the rooms in which the ſeveral 
perſons belonging to her court were to be accommodated.

had eſtimated the materials, and found them to be worth 82751. 118. 
Notwithſtanding this report, the greater part of the palace was taken 
down to the ground, and the money ariſing from the ſale of the ma- 
terials divided among the army. 

The ſurvey above mentioned“ contains a very minute and ac- 
curate deſcription of Theobalds palace. It conſiſted of two principal 
quadrangles, beſides the dial court, the buttery court, and the dove- 
houſe court, in which the offices were lituated.

The fountain court, ſo called from a fountain of black and white 
marble in the centre, was a quadrangle of 86 fect ſquare ; on the eaſt 
ſide of which was a cloiſter, eight feet wide, with ſeven arches. On 
the ground-floor of this quadrangle was a ſpacious hall, paved with 
Purbeck marble ; the roof “ arched over at the top with carved timber

Sat ſuppoſes the name of this place to be derived from 
its ſituation on the ridge of a hill *. There is a village called 


Ridge, not far diſtant, thus ſituated ; Mr. Newcome, therefore, ſup- 


poſes this to be T'other Ridge *. 
Totteridge lies in the hundred of Broadwater, about a mile to 
the weſt of the northern road, and about ten miles from London. 


The pariſh is bounded by Hendon and Finchley in Middleſex, and 


by Chipping Barnet in Hertfordſhire. It contains about 1500 acres 
of land, the whole of which is under graſs. The ſoil 1s principally 
clay, in ſome parts gravel. This pariſh pays the ſum of 4251. gs. 


to the land-tax, which is at the rate of about 28. gd. in the pound. 


The manor of Totteridge belonged formerly to the monks of Ely, 
and afterwards to the biſhop of that dioceſe. Biſhop Cox gave it 
to Queen Elizabeth with Hatfield, in conſideration of an annuity of 
15001. per annum, payable out of the exchequer to the biſhop and 
his ſucceſſors. In the year 1590, the Queen granted this manor to 


John Cage, from whom it paſſed to the Peacock family. Rechard,

Bart. After paſſing through ſeveral hands, it became the property 
of Sir Peter Meyer, Knt. In 1758, it was ſold by his repreſentatives 


to Edward Williams, Eſq. whoſe widow deviſed it to her niece Miſs 
D. Capper, late wife of the Rev. William Shippen Willes, vicar of 
Cirenceſter. It is now ſince her deceaſe become the property of Mr.

HIS hamlet is ſituated on the road to Ware, eleven miles from 


London. It is one of the wards of the pariſh of — and 
contains 100 houſes. 


The hamlet takes its name from an ancient croſs, erected, as is 
ſuppoſed, by Edward the Firſt, in memory of his beloved conſort

deſcription of its preſent ſtate is taken from the third volume of the 
Monumenta Vetuſta, publiſhed by the Society of Antiquaries, who 


have twice intereſted themſelves in preſerving this curious remnant 


of antiquity from farther decay *.

in the point of the whole, a trefoil. The pediment of each com- 
partment is richly froſted with leaves. The ſpandrils of each 
pediment are carved with eight-leaved flowers in lozenges, and 
the pannels are parted by purfled finials divided by two niches. 
The cornice over the firſt ſtory is compoſed of various foliage 
and lions' heads, ſurmounted by a battlement pierced with quatre- 
“ foils. The ſecond ſtory is formed of twelve open tabernacles, in 

pairs, but ſo divided, that the dividing pillar interſects the middle 
of the ſtatue behind it. Theſe tabernacles terminate in orna- 
mented pediments, with a bouquet on the top ; and the pillars that 
ſupported them are alſo purfled in two ſtories. This ſtory alſo 
finiſhes with a cornice and battlement like the firſt, and ſupports 
a third ſtory of ſolid maſonry, ornamented with ſingle compart- 
ments in relief, ſomewhat reſembling thoſe below, and ſupporting 
the broken ſhaft of a plain croſs. The ſtatues of the Queen are 
crowned ; her left hand holding a cordon, and her right a ſceptre

« or globe.” An engraving of this croſs was made by Vertue, at 
the expence of the Society of Antiquaries, in 1721; and another, in 


1792, by Baſire, from a drawing of Schnebbelie's. There are ſeveral 
other engravings of it. | 

At Waltham Croſs is the ſite of a manor *, called Dacies, alias 
Croſsbrooks, which, as far back as I have been able to trace it, has 
belonged to the ſame perſons as that of Theobalds. It is nevertheleſs 
a ſeparate manor, as may be ſeen by referring, to the ſurveys (in the 
Augmentation-office) made of each, in 1650. The manerial rights

The pariſh of Barking contains about 7850 acres of cultivated

the remainder, excepting a few ſmall cloſes, arable. The ſoil is 
various ; clay, gravel, and loam. 

A conſiderable part (viz. about 1500 acres) of Hainault Foreſt, 
being parcel of the Foreſt of Waltham, is in this pariſh ; within the 


limits of which ſtands a remarkable tree, well known by the name 


of Fairlop Oak. The ſtem, which is rough and fluted, meaſures, at 


three feet from the ground, about thirty-ſix feet in girth. 
boughs extend about 3oo feet in circumference. Under their ſhade 
is held a fair on the firſt Friday in July. It is ſaid to have originated 
from a man of ſingular character going there annually to dine with 
his friends. The tree is now fenced round with a cloſe paling about

five feet high, and Mr. Forſyth's compoſition has been applied to its

The proportion in the pound is upon an average about 2s. 6d.; in 
Barking-town ward it is rather more. 
Barking had a weekly market on Saturdays, but it has long fallen 
into diſuſe ; there is an annual fair on St. Ethelburgh's day, the 22d 
of October. In the year 1616, Samuel and John Jones had a grant 
from the crown of the market-place at Barking, with the market- 
houſe, built by Queen Elizabeth. The ſame year, they conveyed 
the premiſes to Thomas Fanſhaw and others*, In 1679, Sir Thomas 
Fanſhaw gave the profits of the market and fair to the poor of this 
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pariſh. Since the decline of the market, it is become of little value, 


the tolls of both being let for 10l. per annum. 
The ſmall river Roding, which riſes in the north part of the 
county near Elſenham, runs along the weſtern boundary of this 
pariſh, till it falls into the Thames. It is navigable as far as Ilford. 
In the fields adjoining to a farm called Uphall, about a quarter of 
a mile to the north of Barking-town, is a very remarkable ancient 
entrenchment : its form is not regular, but tending to a ſquare ; the 
circumference is 1792 yards, (i. e. one mile and 32 yards,) incloſing 
an area of forty-eight acres, one rood, and thirty-four perches. On 
the north, eaſt, and ſouth ſides it is ſingle trenched: on the north 
and eaſt ſides the ground is dry and level, (being arable land,) and 
the trench from frequent ploughing almoſt filled up : on the ſouth 
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ſide is a deep moraſs: on the weſt fide, which runs parallel with 


the river Roding, and at a ſhort diſtance from it, is a double trench 
and bank: at the north weſt corner was an outlet to a very fine 
ſpring of water, which was guarded by an inner work, and a high 
keep or mound of earth. Mr. Lethieullier thinks that this entrench- 
ment was too large for a camp: his opinion therefore is, that it was 
the ſite of a Roman town. He confeſſes that no traces of buildings 
have been found on that ſpot, which he accounts for on the ſuppo- 
ſition that the materials were uſed for building Barking Abbey, and 


for repairing it after it was burnt by the Danes. As a confirmation 


of this opinion, he relates, that upon viewing the ruins of the Abbey- 
church in 1750, he found the foundations of one of the great pillars 
compoſed in part of Roman bricks. A coin of Magnentius was 
found alſo among the ruins ”. | 
In the early part of this century, ſeveral Saxon coins were found 
towards the ſouth-eaſt part of the town, among which was one of 
King Burgred. 
Barking Abbey, dedicated to the Virgin Mary, is ſaid to have been 
the firſt monaſtery for women eſtabliſhed in this kingdom. It was 
founded about the year 670, (in the reign of Sebbi and Sighere, 
kings of the Eaſt Saxons,) by St. Erkenwald, Biſhop of London, in 
compliance with the earneſt deſire of his ſiſter Ethelburgh, who was 
appointed the firſt abbeſs. The founder was nearly allied to the 
Saxon monarchs, being great grandſon of Uffa the firſt king, and 
ſecond ſon of Anna the ſeventh king of the Eaſt Angles : he was 


the firſt biſhop who ſat in the ſee of London after the building of St. 


Paul's church by King Ethelbert. The monaſtic writers ! a

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very high terms of his piety and zeal in the diſcharge of his epiſcopal 
functions; and tell us that, when he was grown weak through age 
and infirmities, he was carried about in a litter from place to place 
throughout his dioceſe, conſtantly teaching and inſtructing the people 
till his death, which happened about the year 685, whilſt he was 
on a viſit to his ſiſter Ethelburgh at Barking. After his death, 
great diſputes aroſe (as we are informed by the Monkiſh annaliſts) 


between the nuns of Barking, the convent of Chertſey, of which he 


was both founder and abbot, and the citizens of London, about the 
interment of his body, each claiming an excluſive right to the bones 


of the venerable prelate. Nor was the diſpute determined without 


the intervention of a miracle which declared in favour of the Lon-

doners, who, having got poſſeſſion of the body, bore it off in triumph; 


on their road they were ſtopped at Ilford and Stratford by the 
floods: upon this occaſion the hiſtorians record another miracle, by 


which a ſafe and eaſy paſſage was procured for the corpſe of the holy 


man and its attendants. It is almoſt needleſs to add, that the biſhop 
was canonized, and that frequent miracles were ſaid to be wrought. 


at his tomb. A magnificent ſhrine was erected againſt the caſt wall 


of St. Paul's cathedral in the reign of King Stephen, into which St. 
Erkenwald's bones were tranſlated with great ſolemnity, in the year 


1148: vaſt ſums of money were expended from time to time in 


adorning it with gold, ſilver, and precious ſtones. 


It is not known what was the original endowment of Barking 


Abbey. The charter attributed to Erkenwald is not ſuppoſed to be 
authentic. The charter of Hodelred, father of King Sebbi, coeval 


with the foundation of the abbey, and undoubtedly genuine, is ſtill 
extant among the Cottonian MSS. in the Britiſh Muſeum, and is 
one of the moſt ancient records of that nature. The annexed copy, 
which is a fac ſimile, was engraved at the expence of Mr. Lethieul- 
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with a ſchedule of the eſtates which they held when the convent was 
diſlolved **; at which time the whole of their poſſeſſions was valued 
according to Dugdale at 8021. 12s. 53d. per annum; according to 
Speed at 10841. 6s. 23d. | 

I ſhall now give a brief hiſtory of this convent, with ſome parti- 
culars relating to the abbeſſes, moſt of whom were of high rank, and 
ſeveral of them of the blood Royal. Ethelburgh the founder's fiſter 
was, as has been before obſerved, the firſt abbeſs. The time of her 
death is uncertain. She was buried at Barking, and received the 
honour of canonization. Her ſucceſſor was Hildelitha, who had 
been ſent for by the founder out of France to inſtruct his ſiſter Ethel- 


burgh in the duties of her new ſtation. She alſo obtained a place 
among the Romiſh ſaints.

blood ſucceeded. —Oſwyth, daughter of Edifrith, King of Northum- 
berland ; Queen Ethelburgh, wife to Ina, King of the Weſt Saxons, 
who was canonized; and Cuthburgh, (ſiſter of King Ina,) who had 
been a nun at Barking in the time of St. Hildelitha. She died about 
the middle of the eighth century. Nothing more is known of this 
monaſtery till the year 870, when it was burnt to the ground by the 
Danes, and the nuns either ſlain or diſperſed. It lay deſolate about 
100 years, being within the territories which were ceded by Alfred 
to Gormund the Danith King. About the middle of the tenth 
century, it was rebuilt by King Edgar, as an atonement for having 
violated the chaſtity of Wulthilda, a beautiful nun at Wilton, whom 
he appointed abbeſs; reſtoring the monaſtery to its former ſplen- 
dour, and endowing it with large revenues. After Wulf hilda had 
preſided over the convent many years, ſome diſſenſions aroſe 
between her and the prieſts of Barking, who referred their cauſe to 
Elfrida, the widow of King Edgar and mother of Ethelred, whom 
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they requeſted to eject Wulfhilda, and to take the government of 


the monaſtery upon herſelf, a propoſal to which ſhe readily aſſented. 
Wulfhilda. retired to a religious houſe which ſhe had founded at 


| Horton in Dorſetſhire. The Queen then put herſelf at the head 


of the monaſtery, and continued to preſide over it, as the hiſtorians 
inform us, twenty years; at the end of which time a violent ſick- 
neſs ſeizing her at Barking, ſhe repented of the injury ſhe had done 


to Wulfhilda, and reinſtated her in her former ſituation. Wulf 
hilda having lived ſeven years after her reſtoration, died at London, 


whither ſhe had retired to avoid the Daniſh army then invading 


England. After her death, ſhe was enrolled among the Romiſh 
ſaints, being the fifth abbeſs of this convent who had received the 
honour of canonization. At the time of the Norman Conqueſt, 


Alfgiva, a Saxon lady, who had been appointed by Edward the 
Confeſſor, 
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Confeſſor, was abbeſs. Some hiſtorians relate, that William the 


Conqueror, ſoon after his arrival in England, retired to Barking 


Abbey, and there continued till the fortreſs he had begun in London 


was completed. Hither, they ſay, whilſt preparations were making 
for his coronation, repaired to him Edwin Earl of Mercia, Morcar 


Earl of Northumberland, and many others of the nobility and great 


men of the land, who ſwore fealty to him, and were reinſtated in 


their poſſeſſions. Others“ ſay, that Berkhampſted was the place 
of the King's abode; but there are ſtrong circumſtances in favour 


of the former opinion. As Berkhampſted caſtle was ſoon afterwards 


built by Earl Morton, to whom the Conqueror had given the manor, 
it is probable that there was then no manſion upon it fit for a Royal 
reſidence; and, admitting that there might have been, the proxi- 


mity of Barking to London rendered that place a more convenient 
ſtation for the new Monarch. 


After the death of Alfgiva, Queen Maud, wife of Henry I. took 


the government of the monaſtery into her own hands. It is not 
improbable, that this connection with Barking induced her the more 
readily to build the bridge at Bow, as mentioned in Vol. III. of this 
work. Maud, wife of King Stephen, followed the example of her 
aunt on the death of Agnes, the abbeſs, in 1136; but ſhe ſoon 


reſigned the government of the convent, to which Adeliza, ſiſter of |

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From the time of Mary à Becket, there are few remarkable 
occurrences connected with the hiſtory of this abbey. The moſt 
material, as it affected the intereſts of the convent, was a terrible 
inundation, which happened about the year 1376, and broke down 
the banks of the Thames at Dagenham. It is firſt mentioned in a 
record of the enſuing year, when the convent petitioned that they 
might be excuſed from contributing an aid to the King, at the time 
of a threatened invaſion, on account of the expences they had been 
at in endeavouring to repair their damages. As there is no petition 
of this kind, or any complaint of poverty of an earlier date, though 


many occur afterwards, it is to be preſumed that no inundation, at 


leaſt ſuch as had injured the banks in any great degree, had happened 
before. The plea was allowed, and the ſame reaſons were generally 
pleaded with ſucceſs as an exemption from future contributions of a 
like nature. In 1380 and 1382, the abbeſs and convent ſtate that their 


income was then diminiſhed 400 marks per annum by inundations,

The nuns of Barking were of the Benedictine order. The abbeſs 
was appointed by the King till about the year 1200; when, by the 
interference of the Pope, the election was veſted in the convent, and 


confirmed by the royal authority. The abbeſs of Barking was one 


of the four ” who were baroneſſes in right of their ſtation: for, 


being poſſeſſed of thirteen knights' fees and a half, ſhe held her lands 


of the King by a barony ; and though her ſex prevented her from 
having a ſeat in parliament or attending the King in the wars, yet 


ſhe always furniſhed her quota of men, and had precedency over 


other abbeſſes.

Barking Abbey was ſurrendered to King Henry VIII. on the 14th 


of November 1539, when a penſion of 200 marks per annum was 


granted to Dorothy Barley the laſt abbeſs, and various penſions (ſome 
as low as 21. 138. 4d.) to the nuns, who were then thirty in number. 
The abbeſs was living, and received her penſion in 1548“. 

The ſite of the monaſtery with the conventual houſe and the 


demeſne lands, which had been leaſed by Henry VIII. to Sir Tho- 


mas Dennye, was granted by Edward VI. on the 16th of Novem- 


ber 1551, to Edward Fynes, Lord Clinton“, who conveyed it the 


next day to Sir Richard Sackville *. In the year 1565, this eſtate 


appears to have been aliened by John Stonard to William Avery“; 


in 1585, by George Harvey to Peter Palmer“. It became veſted in 


the crown again before the year 1605, when it was granted by King 


James to Auguſtin Steward“, who died ſeiſed of it in 1628, leaving 
Martin his ſon and heir“.

Orlando leaving no male iſſue, his eſtates deſcended to his daughters 
Mary and Ellen Wintour. The manor of Barking was purchaſed, 
in the year 1754, (of Thomas Gore, Eſq. third huſband of Mary 
 Humfreys, and Charles Gorc, Eſq. his nephew, huſband of Ellen 
Wintour,) by Smart Lethicullier, Eſq. It is now tne property of 
Edward Hulſe, Eſq. (eldeſt fon of Sir Edward Hulſe, Bart.) in right 
of his wife Mary, only daughter and heir of Charles Lethieullier, 
Etq. brother of Smart Lethieullier, who died without iſſue. The 
fee-farm rent iſſuing out of this manor is now payable to the Earl of 
Sandwich, 8 . 

In the Harleian Collection at the Britich Muſeum there is an 
ancient ſurvey of the manor of Barking (without date, and im- 
perfect). In this ſurvey, the ſervices duc from the inferior tenants 
to the abbels and convent are ſtated at large. One of them {Robert 
Gerard) was, among other ſervices, to gather a full meaſure of nuts, 
called a prbot, four of which thould make a buſhel ; to go a long jour- 
ney on foot once a year to Colcheſter, Chelmsford, Ely, or the like 
diſtances, on the buſineſs of the convent, carrying a pack; and other 
ſhorter journeys, ſuch as to Brentford, &c. maintaining himſelf upon 
the road. He was to pay a fine for the marriage of his daughter, if 
the married beyond the limits of the manor, otherwiſe to make his 
peace with the abbeſs as well as he could; if his daughter ſhould have a 
baſtard child, he was to make the beſt terms that he could with the ab- 
beſs for the fine called 4y/dwop/c. It appears alſo that he could not ſell 
nis Ox, fed by himſelf, without the abbeſs's permiſſion. Some of the 
renants were obliged to watch and guard thieves in the abbeſs's 
priſon. | .

The manor of Jenkins, in the pariſhes of Barking and Dagenham, 
was, in the reign of King John, the property of Ralph Fitztephen *. 
In 1496, it was held under the abbeſs of Barking by Sir Hugh Bryce 
and Elizabeth his wife“. Their grandſon Hugh left an only 
daughter, married to Robert Amadas, who was in poſſeſhon of this 
manor in the year 1540. About the beginning of Queen Eltzu- 
beth's reign, it was veltcd in Sir William Hewett, Lord Mavor o. 
London“, whoſe daughter and heir married Edward Oiborne, 
Mr. Otborne told it to Marti 


Bowes, Eſq. who, in the year 1507, conveyed it to Henry Fanthaw, 


anceſtor of the Duke of Lecds. 


Eſq. It continued in the Fanthaw family till the fale of the prin- 
cipal manor, and has fince that time patled through the ne Rande, 


being now the property of Edward Hulſe, Eſq. 

In the chapel of the old mantion belonging to this eſtate, Weh.

The farm and capital meſſuage called Malmeynes, Molmans, or 
Mammons, took its name from the family of Malmeynes, who were 
iords of the manor of Cranbrook for ſeveral generations. This 
eſtate was, in 1577, the property of Joanna Lady Laxton, who had 
then lately purchaſed it of Thomas Barker, Eſq. Her heir was 
Nicholas Lodge, Eſq.

Dunſhall, a farm formerly belonging to the monaſtery of Barking, 
appears to have been veſted in the ſame proprictors as the laſt-men— 
tioned eſtate till the death of Joſeph Heynes in 1H21 '”. In 1668, 
Dunſhall was the property of John Hyde, Etq. of Sundridge; in 
whole family it continued till 1730, when it was purchaſed by Mr. 
John Dagge of Rotherhithe, whoſe nicce and devitee Mary Cherinton 
married Mr. Moore.

The manor-farm and manfiom-houfe of Cranbrook, lying on the 
north ſide of the London road, about halt a mile from Ilford, were

Barking, by a quit-rent of 28. per annum“: his anceſtors had lived in 


the pariſh of Barking for ſeveral generations, and, it is probable, were 


owners of this eſtate.

Sir Henry Palavicini died ſeiſed of it in 1015 . His brother and 


heir Sir Toby ſquandered away the whole of his inheritance, and was 


obliged to fell all his eſtates . It is probable that the purchaſer of 
this manor was Sir Charles Montagu, who died ſeiſed of it, 1625, 


leaving three daughters, coheirs.*, From this period I have not 


been able to learn any thing relating to its proprietors till the year 
1670, when it was veſted in Thomas Young, whoſe widow Mar- 
garet married Sir William Boreman, and had a life intereſt in it.

There are ſome valuable pictures at Valentines, particularly the 
original of Hogarth's Southwark Fair; and ſome fine carving by 
Gibbons. In the hot-houſe is a very remarkable vine-tree, of the 
black Hamburgh tort, which was planted in April 1758: the 
branches extend 200 feet, and the ſtem is about 14 inches in girth. 
This vine never produces leſs than three hundred weight of fruit in 
a year; and has been known to bear four hundred weight and a 
quarter.

The church of this pariſh (which is in the dioceſe of London, 


and gives name to a deanery) was appropriated to the monaſtery 
of Barking, to which the tithes of the whole pariſh belonged, 
except thoſe of certain lands with which the hoſpital at Ilford was 
endowed. Theſe were granted by Queen TO with the lite 
of the hoſpital, to Thomas Fanſhaw, Eſq. **; and ſtill continue 
annexed to it, except the tithes of Weſtbury, which were be- 
queathed by Sir Criſp Gaſcoyne to his younger ſon Joſeph Gaſ- 
coyne, Eſq. 

7 rectory of Barking, which had been leaſed to Mary Blacken- 
hall for 101. per annum, in 1541, and conſiſted of all ſuch tithes 


as had not been previouſly leaſed or granted to other perſons '*, 


was ſold by the crown, (together with the advowſon of the vicar- 
age,) for the ſum of 2141. 13s. 4d. to Robert Thomas, and 
Andrew Salter: this grant bears date the 1ſt of March 1550: the 
grantees, a few days afterwards, ſold it to Thomas Baron, or Barnes. 
In the year 1557, Sir William Petre, William Cook, and Edward 
Napper, executors of the will of William Pownlett of Loxford, 
(who had been ſteward to the laſt abbeſs of Barking,) being deſirous 
of beſtowing the reſidue of his fortune (after diſcharging debts and 
legacies) on charitable ufes, purchaſed of Thomas Barnes the ſaid 
_ rectory and advowlion ; A by an indenture, bearing date that 
year, granted them to ts warden and fellows of All Souls College 
in Oxford, on the following conditions: That they ſhould fuffer 
the vicar, and his ſucceſſors, (preſented by them,) to enjoy all the 
proſits of the reQtory and vicarage ; the vicars to pray every Sunday 
for the ſoul of William Pownſett, his parents and bencfactors, and 
all Chriſtian ſouls; to keep a yearly obit on the 8th of March, when 


they were to pray as above mentioned, and for the louls of Pown- 
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ſett's executors, diſtributing 6s. 8d. among the poor; and to 
pay the ſum of 6l. 13s. 4d. yearly to the warden and fellows, 
(Fl. 8s. 8d. part of the ſaid ſum, being for the better ſupport of 


two poor ſcholars, who ſhould ſay maſſes for the ſouls of the per- 


ſons above mentioned). All theſe conditions were confirmed by 
Biſhop Bonner“. 

The great tithes of this pariſh are now divided in certain 
portions between the proprietors of Ilford Hoſpital '””, Eaſtbury- 
houſe, Newberry, Gayſehams-hall, and the vicar ; who, under 
Sir William Petre's grant, enjoys all the tithes that had not been 
before ſeparated from the rectory. | 

Previouſly to the year 1 328, there had been two vicaragcs in the 
church of Barking, diſtinguiſhed by the names of St. Margaret on 
the North, and St. Margaret on the South: they were conſolidated 
before the year 1398. In the year 1452, after ſeveral diſputes 
between Catherine de la Pole, abbeſs of Barking, and Sir John 


Greening, then vicar, an award was made to the following effect;

admonition, forfeit a month's diet; and if he ſhould offend a third time, 
he ſhould be excluded the convent during life, unleſs reſtored by the 
lady abbeſs's ſpecial grace and favour. In all other reſpects he was to be 
ſatisfied with the profits of the vicarage (being valued at 271. 5s. 2d. 
per annum). It was not then endowed with any of the great tithes. 
In the year 1536, an agreement took place between Dorothy 
Barley the laſt abbeſs of Barking, and John Gregill then vicar,

the inhabitants of Great Ilford, by a petition to the committee of 
plundered miniſters, had obtained out of the ſequeſtered tithes 
between 40 and pol. per annum, for an afternoon ſermon at the 


Hoſpital: the jurors recommended, that Great Ilford ſhould be made a 


pariſh, and that a third pariſh ſhould be formed in the foreſt, to the 
intent that all the inhabitants might have the word of God preached 
to them, of which great numbers could ſeldom partake, by reaſon of 
=. In the year 1653, 
an acre of ground in the foreſt was aſſigned, by parliament, to the 
inhabitants of Barking, that they might build a church there **. 
The church was built accordingly, but was no ſooner finiſhed than 
it began to fall to decay: for after the Reſtoration, a diſpute ariſing 
between the crown, the Biſhop of London, and Sir Thomas 
Fanſhaw, lord of the manor, about the patronage; although the 
church had been conſecrated, no incumbent was ever preſented '**. 

The evil complained of in the commiſſioners' report has been, in a 

great meaſure, remedied by the endowment of a chapel at Alborough 


Hatch. The vicarage of Barking is rated in the King's books at 191. 
per annum.

Sir James Cambell, who died in the year 1641, gave, by will, 
the ſum of 6661. 13s. 4d. towards founding and maintaining a free 
ſchool in this pariſh, for teaching poor children reading, grammar, 
Kc. With this ſum a ſchool-houſe was provided, and an annual 
rent-charge of 20l. on lands in Yorkſhire procured for the maſter's 
ſalary, but no proviſion made for repairs. Under the a& of parlia- 
ment for regulating the poor of Barking **, the ſchool-houſe, which 
was become ruinous, has been pulled down, and the ſite is now 
occupied by a part of the workhouſe. The ſaid ſum of 201. per 
annum is, by the above-mentioned act, veſted in the directors of the 
poor, and applied towards providing a ſchoolmaſter and ſchool- 


miſtreſs to teach the children of the poor, in apartments appropriated

A very large and commodious workhouſe was built at Barking The wort- 

in the year 1787, under the powers of an act of parliament paſſed a 
the preceding year. This act veſts the government of the poor in A tor r-- 
certain perſons, called Directors“; under whom four guardians are n 
choſen annually, (one out of each ward,) from among ſuch of the 8 
inhabitants as are rated 30l. per annum to the relief of the poor. 

The guardians have the immediate management (under the Girecc- 
tors) of the poor of the workhouſe, of which they are alternately 
| viſitors. The directors have the diſpoſal of all the money collected 

upon rates, except ſuch as is diſburied by the overlcers of each ward 

for caſual relief: they have the diſpoſal alſo of all donations now 
payable, or which ſhall hereafter become payable, to the uſe of the 
poor, except ſuch as are appropriated to ſpecific purpoſes. They 

are inveſted alſo with various other powers, as is fully ſet forth in 

the act, together with ſome regulations relating to the wharf at Bark- 

ing creek. The river Roding was formerly navigable only to this Barking 
place, but, about the year 1730, was made navigable to Ilford, and 555 
ſupplies the neighbourhood with coals, timber, &c. There is no 
manufaCture in this pariſh; the fiſhing trade, which is carried on »

The hoſpital at this place, dedicated to the Virgin Mary and St. 
Thomas the Martyr, was founded by Adeliza, abbeſs of Barking, in 
the reign of King Stephen, for a prior, a warden or maſter, two 
prieſts, and thirteen poor infirm brethren or lepers. She endowed 
it with 120 acres of afſart land“ in Eſtholt, two hides of land in 
Upminſter and Aveley, and ſome other lands; a mill at Ilford, half

ſucceſſor. Maud's confirmation was on condition that the prior 
and brethren ſhould maintain a prieſt, and pay him 10s. per annum 


for performing divine ſervice in the chapel of the hoſpital, and 


ſaying maſs for the ſaid Maud after her death.

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CHIGWEL 1. 


THIS place is called, in the moſt ancient records, Cingwella, 
which ſome ſuppoſe to ſignify the King's Well; others derive 
the laſt ſyllable from the Saxon word Weald, or wood '. This ety- 
mology, perhaps, 1s the more probable, as it was in ancient times a 
part of the royal demeſnes. Later records have varied the name to 
Chykwell and Chigwell. 8 
This village lies in the hundred of Ongar, at the diſtance of about 
ten miles and a half from London on the Ongar road. The pariſh 
is bounded on the eaſt by Lambourn, north-eaſt by Loughton, north 
by Chingford, weit by Woodford, ſouth-weſt by Barking, and ſouth 
by Dagenham. It contains, according to a ſurvey made in 16115, 
2527 acres of cultivated land. The proportion of arable to paſture 
is about three to one.

Henry the 
Second granted it to the family of Sandford, who held it in grand 
ſerjeanty as chamberlains to the Queen. Hugh Earl of Oxford 
purchaſed the wardſhip and marriage of Alice, daughter and heir of 
Gilbert de Saundford, for a thouſand marks, as ſome records ſtate it,

The manor of Grange-hill, or Chigwell Grange, belonged to the 
priory of Tiltey ; on the ſuppreition of which it was granted, anno 
1537, to Thomas Addington ', who, in 1554, fold it to James 
Altham, Eſq. “: of him it was purchaſed by Sir Anthony Browne, 
who made it a part of the endowment of his free ſchool at 
Brentwood *. 

The firſt mention I have found of the manor of Luxborough is in 
1605, when Sir Robert Wroth died ſeiſed of it“; fince that time it 
has paſled with the manor of Chigwell-hall. The demeſne lands of 
the manor of Luxborough were purchaſed in the early part oi this 
century by Robert Knight, Eſq. caſhier of the South Sea Company, 
who built on them a noble manſion called Luxborough-houte, which, 
upon the eſtates being ſeized and fold by the South Sea Company, 
was purchaſed by Sir Joſeph Eyles“. Upon his death, in 1740, it 
was repurchaſed by Mr. Knight. His fon, who ſuccecded to this 
eſtate, was, in 1746, created an Iriſh peer, by the title of Baron 
Luxborough, and in 1703, Earl of Catherlough. In 1749, he ſold 
the eſtate at Luxborough-houſe to James Crokatt, Eſq.“, whoſe 


heirs alicned it to Sir Edward Walpole, K. B.; Sir Edward ſold it to 


Samuel Peach, Eſq. who ſoon afterwards conveyed it to Sir Edward 
Hughes, K. B. That eminent naval officer made it his country- 


houſe, and died there, Jan. 17, 1794. It is now the property and 


reſidence of his widow.

The advowſon of the church of Chigwell (which is in the dioceſe 


of London and the deanery of Ongar) was formerly annexed to the 


manor, and held together with it by the family of Goldyngham. In 
the year 1350, Thomas Eccleſle, parſon of Lambeth, and others, 
had licence to appropriate the church of Chigwell (held under the 
Lords Fitzwalter) to the priory of Latton . How it became veſted 


in the above parties, or how long it continued appropriated to that 


priory, does not appear; nor does it appear that they ever preſented 


to the vicarage. In 1404, Bartholomew Lord Bourchier granted 


the church of Chigwell to John Dore ward“, who, in 1439, gave it 
to the priory of St. Botolph in Colcheſter“, to which convent it was 


afterwards appropriated; but they had not been long in poſſeſſion, 


before (by ſome exchange, it is probable) it came into the hands of 
Biſhop Kemp, who, having founded a chantry in St. Paul's cathedral,

The preſent prebendary of Pancras, and, as ſuch, reQor of Chig- 
well, is the Rev. William Paley, Archdeacon of Carliſle. 
It appears that in ancient time a rector of this pariſh, having 
a plurality of benefices, inſtituted a vicarage here, and gave it to his 
kinſman, allowing him half the profits of the rectory. This practice 
of appointing vicars continued after his death; and in 1374, Henry 
Marmion being then rector, a vicarage was endowed with a houſe 
and glebe, the uſual vicarial tithes, and the tithes of certain water- 
mills“.

There was a guild, brotherhood or fraternity in the church of 
Chigwell, founded by Thomas Ilderton, and dedicated to the Holy 
Trinity ; the lands belonging to which (being then valued at 21. 3s. 
4d. per annum) were granted to John Whitehorn and John Bailey, 
to be held of the manor of Sidmouth in Devonſhire “. 

Samuel Harſnet, who was inſtituted to this vicarage in 1597, was 
a native of Colcheſter, and in the early part of his life was maſter 
of the grammar-ſchool at that place. He afterwards became ſucceſ- 
ſively Biſhop of Chicheſter and Norwich, and Archbiſhop of York. 
Before he was made a biſhop, (being then chaplain to Biſhop 


Bancroft,) he publiſhed an account of the impoſtures of one John 


Darrell, who had pretended to cure ſeveral perſons poſſeſſed with 
devils. He was author alſo of a few other tracts. The Arch- 


| biſhop, after he had reſigned the vicarage, continued to reſide

at Chigwell, where he had purchaſed a houſe and eſtate, now the 
property and reſidence of his deſcendant Mrs. Fiſher. 

Emanuel Utey, D. D. was ejected from this vicarage in the year 
1641, in conſequence of a petition from the inhabitants of Chigwell 
to the parliament, charging him with having erected an altar in 
the church, and having uſed offenſive bowing and cringing ; with 
having kifled the altar twice in one day; having read the prayers

profeſſing himſelf much more ſolicitous that hey ſhould be in- 
ſtructed in the principles of the Chriſtian religion, and nurtured 


and diſciplined in good manners, than inſtructed in good arts. 


The founder directs, that twelve boys, natives of Chigwell, two 
of Loughton, two of Woodford, and two of Lambourn, ſhall be 
inſtructed gratis in the Latin ſchool; in the other ſchool, all the 
children of Chigwell, with the. Gn number from Woodford, 


Loughton, and Lambourn, as in the other ſchool. When it was 


found neceflary to reduce the ſalary of the maſters, the children in 


the Latin ſchool were limited to half the number ordered by the 
founder; and thoſe in the other ſchool to twelve children of Chig- 
well, one of Woodford, one of Loughton, and one of Lambourn. 


This was done with the ſanction of the Biſhop of London, whom 
the founder appointed viſitor; and to whom he direQs the gover- 
nors to preſent yearly an angel of gold as a new-year's gift.

CHIGCGWELL 


William Penn, founder of Pennſylvania, was educated at Chig- 
well; moſt probably at Archbiſhop Harſnet's ſchool. 

There is a charity-ſ{chool in this pariſh for twelve girls, eſtabliſhed 
about the beginning of the preſent century, and ſupported by the 
collections at an annual ſermon, and the intereſt of 100]. left to it, 
in 1725, by William Scott, Eſq. 

There are alms-houſes at Chigwell for three poor widows, who 
receive 11. 58. 8d. per annum each, paid quarterly, out of lands 
called Cardhams; formerly belonging to the Peningtons. 
known by whom this endowment was left. 

Robert Rampſton, anno 1585, gave 11]. per annum to the poor 
of this pariſh, Archbiſhop Harſnet charged the parſonage of Tot- 
tington with lol. per annum, to be diſtributed weekly 1 in bread to 
twenty-four poor perſons of this pariſh. 

Mrs. Joan Sympſon of Chigwell, in the year 1357, left certain 
lands, (now let at 141. 14s. per annum,) for the purpoſe of keeping 
in repair the foot-path from Abridge in the pariſh of Lambourn, to 


Wynbridge in Woodford, being five miles in length, and leading 


through the village and pariſh of Chigwell from caſt to weſt. 

There is a ſpring near the windmill at Chigwell-row, of a 
cathartie quality; the water of which was recommended by the 
celebrated phyſician Dr. Frewen, who was a native of this pariſh *. ” 
It is now quite neglected.

ſignifies the King's Ford. It lies in the hundred of Waltham, 
at the diſtance of nine miles from Shoreditch church, and nine 
miles ſeven furlongs from Whitechapel. The pariſh is bounded by 
Loughton and Chigwell on the eaſt; Woodford on the ſouth-eaſt ; 
Waltham Abbey on the north; and on the weſt, ſouth-weſt, and 
north-weſt, by the river Lee, which ſeparates it from Enfield, 
Edmonton, and Tottenham in Middleſex. It contains about 2100 
acres of land, of which about 550 are arable; 1330 graſs *; and 
about 220 wood.

years before, ſtates the demeſnes at 180 
acres of arable, 25 of meadow, 18 of paſ- 
ture, and a hide of wood; the ſtock at 10 
cows, with their calves, a bull, 100 ſheep, 
with ſome rams, five ſows and a boar, and 
ſeven mares, with their foals. The tenants 
were obliped to till the lord's land, with a 


good plough, ſix horſes, and duo o xen; and 
to find a horſe ſor harrowing. Gilbert de 


Eccleſia was obliged, by the tenure of his 


lands, to find a man to pather nuts for the 
lord of the manor. In this. ſurvey two 
payments are mentioned, called wode/elver, 


and averſelver (a compoſition for labour). 


The hide, in this manor, is defined to be 


four virgates; the virgate, 30 acres; the

| Richard de Dover **, (great grandſon of Fulbert,) married Richard,

The manor-farm of Gowers and Buckerels, now called Pimps, is 
ſuppoſed by Morant to have been the property of Alexander Bayloll, 
who, in the reign of Edward I. held lands in Chingford *. 
Henry VIII. in the year 1544, granted the manor and capital 
meſſuage of Gowers and Buckerels, late parcel of the poſſeſſions of 
George Monox, (with about 180 acres of land,) to Gilfred or Geffrey 
Lukyn “. He immediately conveyed it to Roland Rampſton“, 
whoſe grandſon of the ſame name fold it, anno 1593, to John 
Hare. In 1598, Nicholas Hare, ſon of the laſt purchaſer, 
conveyed it to Nicholas Barnſley **, whoſe daughter and coheir 
Suſan married George Nodes, and had this manor as a part of her 
portion. In the year 1631, Nodes fold it to Thomas Gundrey, Eſq. 
whoſe deſcendant of the ſame name conveyed it, anno 1729, to 
Iſrael Hammond, Eſq. It is now the property of Joſeph Venour, 
Eſq. who married the only ſurviving daughter and heir (ſince 
deceaſed) of James Hammond, Eſq. ſon of Iſrael above-men- 
tioned”. -. = . 

The pariſh- church, dedicated to St. Peter and St. Paul, is a ſmall 
building of flint and ſtone, almoſt overgrown with ivy on the ſouth 
and eaſt ſides. It conſiſts of a chancel, nave, and ſouth aiſle. At 
the weſt end is a low ſquare tower.

John, ſon of Philippa de Bolebec, who had 
married Roger de Lancaſter, in the year 1319, granted the reverſion 
of one of theſe manors, (now called Faftham-hall,) after the deceaſe 
of himſelf and his wife Annora, to the abbot and convent of Strat- 
tord*, After that monaſtery was diffolved, King Henry VIII. 
granted it, anno 1544, to Richard Breame', in whoſe family it 
continued till the death of Giles Breame, Eſq. in 1621; after which 
it came to the Alingtons*. About the beginning of the preſent 
century, it was the property of Sir Thomas Draper, Bart., whoſe 
daughter and heir Mary married John Baber, Eq. | Their ſon ſold

This formed a new 
manor, known ſince by the name of Eaſtham Burnels*. The 
Biſhop's great-nephew Edward Lord Burnel died ſeiſed of it in 
I 316”; Maud, his ſiſter and ſole heir, was married firſt ro John 
Lovel, and afterwards to John de Handlo. Sir Nicholas Handlo, 
brother to Maud's huſband, enjoyed this eſtate (by virtue of an 
entail) after his brother's family became extinct. He took the name 
of Burnel, and died in 1382". His ſon Sir Hugh Burnel died 
without ſurviving iſſue, in 1420 *. Sir Edward Hungerford, who

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Sheldon, Eſq. who ſurvived him, and held this eſtate during her 
life. This moiety is now the property of Stephen Comyn, Eq. ; 
but I have not been able to aſcertain its deſcent. Formerly, when 
a court was held for this, and ſome other adjoining manors in Weſt- 
ham, the tenants of Eaſtham Burnels were obliged to treat thoſe of 
Weſtham Burnels and Plaiz; a cuſtom, which is ſaid to have 
originated from their predeceſſors in ancient times having refuſed to 


contribute towards the ranſom of their lord, when a priſoner “. 


This cuſtom has been diſcontinued within the memory of perſons 
now living. | | 

At Greenſtreet in this pariſh, about a mile north-weſt of the 
church, is an ancient manſion, ſuppoſed to have been the reſidence 
of the Nevils. It was afterwards Sir Francis Holcroft's, and at a 
later period belonged to the Garrards. After the death of Sir Jacob 
Garrard, Bart. it came to Sir Jacob Garrard Downing, Bart. and is 
now the property and reſidence of William Morley, Eſq. There is 
a tradition, which deſerves no credit, that Anne Boleyne was con- 
fined in a brick tower adjoining to this manſion, which is evidently 
of more modern date. 


The pariſh-church, dedicated to St. Mary Magdalen, ſtands at 


ſome diſtance from the village, not far from the river Thames. It is 
built of ſtones and flint, and conſiſts of a nave and two chancels: at 
the weſt end is a low ſquare tower. The high chancel or upper

It is 
probable that he was grandſon (by one of his younger ſons) of 
Ralph Earl of Weſtmorland, and couſin-german of Charles, the 
ſixth Earl, who was attainted about the year 1570, and died in 


Flanders, anno 1584. Edmund Nevil having aſſumed the title of 
Ear] of Weſtmorland, notwithflanding the attainder, was ſeveral 


times ſummoned to appear before the Lords Commiſſioners, for 


_ executing the office of Earl Marſhal, On the 2d of March 1605, 
he appeared before them at Whitehall by his attorney, who praved 
for farther time; upon which the hearing of his cauſe was put off 


till the Wedneſday in Eaſter week enſuing, The farther 
proccedings are not recorded, but it is certain that his title was 
not allowed; in alluſion to which his epitaph has the following

Morant 

derives Ilford from the d ford which was there before the bridge 

was built. As the name is written in ancient records Eleford, I 

ſhould rather think that the true ee is Eald-ford, i. e. the 
Old ford. 


Little Ilford lies in the hundred of Becontree, at the diſtance of 
about ſix miles from London; a little to the ſouth of the great 
road. The pariſh is bounded on the weſt, ſouth, and north, by 
Eaſtham and Wanſtead ; and on the caſt by the river Rodon, which 
ſeparates it from Barking. It contains about 670 acres of land, of 
which about 480 are arable, the remainder graſs; about 120 acres 
of the arable are uſually cropped with potatoes: about 110 acres of 
the graſs land are in the marſhes. The ſoil is, for the moſt part, 
a light gravel. This pariſh pays the ſum of 721. 4s. to the land- 
tax; which, in the year 1795, was at the rate of about 1s.

Thomas Newton, inſtituted to this rectory in 1583, was a native 
of Cheſhire.

His ſon Sir James Altham died ſeiſed of this manor in 
1622, leaving an infant ſon, who ſurvived him but a ſhort time, and 
two daughters, who became his coheirs . After this period I have 
been able to learn nothing farther relating to the manor of Marks, 


than that it became incorporated with Leyton Grange, to which it 


was united by David Ganſell, Eſq.; and that it was purchaſed by 
Mr. Pardoe, with that eſtate, of General Ganſell's heirs. The ſite 
of the manor (now a farm-houſe) is called Marks-hall. The 


old houſe ſtood upon the boundaries of the primes of Leyton and

The manor of Ruckholt (which took its name from the Saxon 
words Roc-holt, 1. e. Rook-wood) was, about the year 1284, the 
property of William, ſon of Robert de Bumpſted Steple, who then 
recognized a deed, by which he had granted this manor to Sir 
Richard de la Vache **.

Vache. Sir Adam Francis, who died ſeiſed of this manor in 1417,

of Hickes till the year 1720; when Sir Harry Hickes, Bart. ſold it 
to the truſtees of Robert Knight, Eſq. caſhier of the South Sea Com- 
pany, of whom it was purchaſed, in 1731, by Ann, reli& of Fre- 
deric Tylney, Eſq *. It is now, with the reſt of the Tylney eſtates, 
veſted in the infant ſon of the late Sir James Tylney Long, Bart. 
The manſion-houſe, which was for many years the reſidence of 
the Hickes's, ſtood about a mile ſouth of the church. In the years

is not improbable that ſhe honoured Sir Michael Hickes with a viſit 
there, which might give riſe to the tradition.

At the diſſolution of monaſ- 
teries it was granted to Morgan Philips, alias Wolfe“, whoſe eldeſt 
ſon Julinus died ſeiſed of it in 1557 *. I have not been able to find 
how this eſtate afterwards deſcended, or who is the preſent owner: 
it is probable that it became incorporated with Leyton Grange. 

Symond de Mill and his wife Adeline gave to the priory of the 
Holy Trinity two hides of land in Leyton, which were confirmed to 
them by Robert de Vere, and by King Stephen“. It is probable 
that they are incorporated with ſome other eſtates. 

The Foreſt-houſe, now the ſeat of Samuel Boſanquet, Eſq.

died in 1670, and lies buried at Leyton. It afterwards belonged to

This eſtate, which is called Walwood, is deſcribed by Lord Chief 
Baron Manwood, in his book of Foreſt Laws“, as being within the 
bounds of the foreſt of Waltham ; but yet © no part of it, nor within 
the regard thereof,” i. c. not ſubje& to the foreſt laws. Wal- 
 wood-houſe is now in the tenure of Robert Williams, Eſq. 

In this pariſh lived Lady Margaret Brian, governeſs to Edward VI., 
Queen Mary, and Queen Elizabeth: ſhe made her will in 1551, 
being then reſident at Leyton. Edward Rowe Mores, Eſq. lived 


many years at Leyton, in a houſe of whimſical conſtruction built by 


himſelf, and now called Etloe-place *. 

The pariſh-church, dedicated to the Virgin Mary “, is a brick 
ſtructure, conſiſting of a nave, chancel, and a north aiſle. The 
chancel was repaired in 1679, through the care, and partly at the 
expence, of Mr. Strype, who was then miniſter. The nave

bequeſt to the poor of St. Swithin and St. Peter, Eaſtgate, in Lincoln. 
They were purchaſed by Mr. Pardoe, in 1794, with a third of the 
manor. Ozler's ſhare of the great tithes was not ſold with his ſhare 
of the manor, but deſcended to his repreſentative Col. Robert Haſflar, 
of whom it was purchaſed, anno 1773, by Mr. Robert James of 
Leyton, and is now the property of his ſon Mr. Richard James“. It 


is a matter of doubt, whether the right of preſentation on every third 


vacancy to the vicarage did not deſcend in the ſame manner. The

The commiſſioners appointed to inquire into the ſtate of eccleſi- 
aſtical benefices, in 1650, found by their inqueſt, that the vicarage- 

houſe at Leyton was in ruins ; that the whole profits of the benefice, 


including an acre of glebe, were only 161. per annum; that an 


augmentation of Gol. had been granted by the committee of 
plundered miniſters ; and that the right of preſentation was in George 
Swanley and others, to whom the rectory was impropriate“ .

miniſter of Leyton in 1669. The vicarage, which was of very {mall 


value, being then vacant, it appears that the patron ſuffered the 
pariſhioners to make their own choice. The ſame year the principal 


Inhabitants ſigned a paper, pledging themſelves to ſubſcribe certain 


annual ſums for his ſupport : Sir Michael Hickes's ſubſcription was 
81. In 1674, Mr. Strype was licenſed by the biſhop of London as 
prieſt and curate, to officiate there during the vacancy of the vicar- 
age. By virtue of this licence he remained unmoleſted in poſſeſſion 
of its profits till his death in 1737, having never received inſtitution 


nor induction. The latter part of his life he reſided principally at 


Hackney, where he was lecturer; but within two years of his death 
he conſtantly adminiſtered the ſacrament, on Chriſtmas day, to his 
pariſhioners at Leyton, which he never omitted to do for 66 ſucceſ- 


five years. In the year 1677, Mr. Strype rebuilt the vicarage-houſe 


with 140l. of his own money, aided by contributions from his 


pariſhioners. He expended conſiderable ſums alſo in the repairs of 
the chancel. This learned man died at Hackney, on the 11th of 


December 1737, at the advanced age of 94, and lies buried in the 
chancel at this place“.

He communicated ſeveral papers to the Society of Anti- 
quaries, and was editor of ſome volumes of Swift's Works, Trapp's 
Lectures, &c. &c. He aſſiſted many of his friends alſo with prefaces 
and notes. Mr. Bowyer died on the 18th of Nov. 1777, and was 
buried, purſuant to his own requeſt, with his relations at Leyton ; 
where a monument was erected to the memory of himſelf and his 
father“, at the expence of Mr. John Nichols, who had been his 
apprentice and partner, and 1s now his ſucceſſor.

HIS town lies on the great Eſſex road, at the diſtance of Situation. 


twelve miles from Whitechapel. Its name is Saxon, and 
Ganifice the broad ford. 


Romford was formerly eſteemed one of the- wards of Horn- 


church, but is now, as far as relates to the civil juriſdiction, a 


ſeparate pariſh '; conſiſting of four wards, diſtinguiſhed by the

names of Romford-town, Collier's-row, Harold's-wood, and Noke- 


hill wards. The pariſh of Romford is bounded by Dagenham, 


Hornchurch, Southweald, and Havering. Its extent I have not 


been able to aſcertain. The land is, for the moſt part, arable; the 
ſoil various, but principally gravel. Romford-town ward pays the 
ſum of 4181. to the land-tax; Collier's-row, 2111. 2s. ; Harold's- 


wood, 2441. ; Noke-hill, 1341. 16s. : the proportion in che pound 
's about 28. 6d. in each ward. 


This town had a grant of a market on Wedneſdays, as RD as 
the year 1247 ; this is the general market : there is a market alſo 
on Mondays for calves, and on Tueſdays for hogs. The market- 
houſe and court-houſe were repaired at the expence of the crown, 
in the year 1768. There is an annual fair on Midſummer-day. | 

The pariſhes of Romford, Hornchurch, and Havering, (being 
originally one only,) form a diſtrict called the liberty of Havering

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The manor of Marks (in Romford-town ward) was the property 
of Thomas Uriwyck, recorder of London, who died ſeiſed of it in 
1479, leaving five daughters, coheirs . The next owner upon 
record is Sir George Hervey, Lieutenant of the Tower of London, 
who died ſeiſed of it in 1605”. Sir Gawen Hervey, his only 
ſurviving ſon, bequeathed it to Carew Mildmay, Eſq. ſecond ſon of 
his ſiſter Margaret. It is now the property of Sir Harry Pawlet St. 
John Mildmay, Bart. in right of his wife Jane, daughter and coheir 


of Carew Mildmay, Eſq. of Shawford ; whoſe name, in conſequence 
of that alliance, he aſſumed, in addition to that of St. John ®. 


The manor-houſe, of which a plate is annexed, ſtands about two

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In the Eſſex viſitations in the Heralds College“ are recorded the 

tombs of William Carde, 1456; Avery Cornburgh, Eſq., Beatrice, 
his wife, and John Crowland, D. D. who all died in 1480“; Eliza- 
beth Hamys, ſiſter of Avery Cornburgh (no date); and Margery, 
daughter of Sir Thomas Mountfort, 1487. The braſs plates, which 
belonged to theſe tombs, have been taken away. 
In the adjoining cemetery are the tombs of Mary, daughter of Wil- 
liam Comyns, and wife of Henry Corbet, 1665; William Comyns, 
1668; Mr. William Markham, 168 5; Samuel Brett, 1690; Mar- 
garet, wife of Richard Lazell, ſurgeon, 1712; Thomas Gilman, 
1715; Mr. John Coleman, 1728; Mr. William Grafton, 1730; 
Betty, his daughter, wife of Edward Kinaſton, Eſq. 1765; Capt. 
William Sandford, 1730; Joſeph Boſworth, 1730; Richard Field, 
ſurgeon, 1746; and Samuel Skinner, Eſq. 1786. 

Romford is a chapel of eaſe to Hornchurch. The benefice is a 
donative: the advowſon of which is veſted in the warden and fel- 
lows of New College in Oxford, who are ordinaries of the place, it 
being exempt from the biſhop's juriſdiction. The great tithes of 
the whole pariſh of Hornchurch belong to the college; a portion of 
the ſmall tithes is annexed to this chapel. Morant ſays, that it was 
cuſtomary, when the inhabitants paid their tithes at Chriſtmas, that 
they ſhould be treated with a bull and a brawn, that the boar's 
head was wreſtled for, and that the poor had the ſcraps *. This 
cuſtom has grown into diſuſe. It was recommended to the 
commiſſioners appointed to inquire into the ſtate of eccleſiaſtical

bearer to William the Conqueror. It continued for ſeveral gene-

the year 1733, married Anne Aſgyll, they devolved, (in conſequence 
of ſettlements then made, ) on failure of iſſue from the ſaid parties, to 
Arthur Aſgyll, (brother of Anne,) whoſe only daughter and heir 
married Alexander Maſter, Eſq. and, (the ſole right and diſpoſition 
of this eſtate being veſted in herſelf,) about the year 1785, be- 
queathed the ſaid great tithes to the Rev. Jolcph. Cuthbert, who 1s 
the preſent proprietor. 

John Argall, Eſq. brother of Sir Reginald above mentioned, ſold 
the advowſon of the vicarage to Henry King, Biſhop of Chicheſter, 
whoſe ſon Henry left two daughters, coheirs, married to Edmund 
Wyndham and Iſaac Houblon ; who ſold this advowſon, about the 
year 1690, to John Conyers, Eſq.

Henry Maynard, Eſq. who died in 1686, left the 
ſum of 4ool. to buy land (now 341. 8s. 10d. per ann.) for the Vicar, 
on conſideration of his preaching on Sunday afternoons, on St. Tho- 


mas's day, and on the anniverſary of the donor's death, when his 


will is to be read in the church. Mrs. Elizabeth Cooper, by 
her will, bearing date 1708, gave the ſum of 200l. to buy lands for 
the vicar, which were purchaſed accordingly, and now produce

Thomas Cartwright, afterwards Biſhop of Cheſter, was vicar of 
Walthamſtow from 1658 till 1662*. He was preſented by Thomas

About the year 1740, a meeting-houſe for Proteſtant diſſenters 


was eſtabliſhed at this place, principally at the expence of Mr. 


Coward; who placed there, as miniſter, Mr. Hugh Farmer, a man 
of conſiderable eminence. In 1787, ſome diſputes among the con- 


gregation occaſioned the building of a new meeting-houſe ; which 


was opened in the month of July that year *. It is larger than the 
old meeting-houſe ; and has a cemetery adjoining. 

There is no parochial regiſter of baptiſms of an older date than 
1652 ; that of burials commences in 1645; the marriages in 1049.

According to the return of the King's ſurveyor of houſes and 
windows, in 1762, there were then 301 houſes in this pariſh ; 
of which 204 were taxable, 97 cottages. The preſent number of 
houſes is 386, excluſive of two ſets of alms-houſes, containing 20 
apartments.

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George Gaſcoigne, a celebrated poet in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, is ſuppoſed to have been a native of Walthamſtow. He 
was bred to the law, but diſliking that profeſſion, he quitted it for 
the army, and ſignalized himſelf much in foreign countries: at 
length, returning to England, he ſettled upon his patrimony at this 
Place; where, according to Wood and Coxeter, he died and was 
buried; but there is ſome reaſon to doubt both. He publiſhed 
ſeveral poems and dramatic pieces.

George Monox, Alderman of London, built 13 alms-houſes on 
the north ſide of the churchyard, for eight men and five women, 
with a ſchool-houſe and apartments for a maſter. By his will he 
bequeathed certain rent-charges, iſſuing out of houſes in Fenchurch- 
ſtreet and Mark-lane, and amounting all together to the ſum of 
421. 178. 4d. to be thus appropriated : 6l. 13s. 4d. as a ſalary for

HE name of this place ſeems to be derived from the Saxon 
words wan and fede, ſignifying the white place, or manſion. 


Wanſted lies in the hundred of Becontree, at the diſtance of 


about ſeven miles from Whitechapel church. The pariſh is bounded 
by Barking and Ilford to the eaſt, Walthamſtow and Woodford to 


the north, Leyton to the weſt, and Eaſtham to the ſouth. It con- 


tains (excluſive of its ſhare of the foreſt) about 600 acres of land ; 
about 100 of which are cultivated with corn ; about 50 for potatoes ; 


the remainder is graſs. The ſoil, in ſome parts of the pariſh, is 


clay; in others, loam ; but principally gravel. Wanſted pays the 


ſum of 2351. 16s. to the land-tax; which, in the year 1795, 


was at the rate of 3s. 6d. in the pound. 

In the year 1715, ſome Jabourers, in digging holes to plant an 
avenue of trees in the park at Wanſted, (on the ſouth fide of the 
gardens,) diſcovered a Moſaic pavement. Mr. Lethieullier deſcribes 


1t as having a man on horſeback in the centre, with ſeveral borders 


of wreathed work and ornaments. He adds, that Wanſted was 
ſituated near a Roman road, which he calls the Southern Icening-

The manor of Wanſted was granted by Alfric to the church of 
Weſtminſter, and confirmed by Edward the Confeſſor * ; but, before 


the end of that monarch's reign, it became (by exchange, it is 
probable) the property of the church of St. Paul, and was after- 


wards appropriated to the Biſhop of London; under whom it was 
held (when the ſurvey of Doomſday * was taken) by Ralph 
Fitz Brien. In the thirteenth century it belonged to the family of 
Hoding, or Hoſdene *© William de Huntercombe, who married to 
his ſecond wife Alice, daughter and heir of Sir Hugh de Hoding, 
In 1384, it was ſtill in the family of 
Huntercombe *®. John Tatterſall of London, Gent. died ſeiſed of it 
in 1446˙. Anne, his daughter and coheir, married Sir Ralph 


Haſtings, who died at Wanſted in 1495, having bequeathed this

The preſent Wanſted-houſe was built about the year 1715, by 
the firſt Earl Tylney, then Sir Richard Child. It is one of the beſt 
works of Colin Campbell, a medallion of whom is placed over the 
door leading into the great hall. This magnificent ſtructure is caſed 
with Portland ſtone; the front is 260 feet in length; in the centre 
is a very handſome hexaſtyle, ſupported by columns of the Corinthian

order. The great hall is 51 feet by 36, the ball-room 75 feet by 27, 


and the ſaloon 3o feet ſquare. The other rooms, among which are 
no leſs than four ſtate bed-chambers, are ſpacious and well propor- 
tioned. There is a good collection of pictures by the old maſters ; and 
a few portraits, among which are Lord Chief Juſtice Glynne and his 
family by Lely, Kent the painter, and Sir Joſiah Child. In the Vi- 
truvius Britannicus there is an elevation of Wanſted-houſe, with a 
ſection, ground-plan, &c. 
The gardens and pleaſure- grounds, which are very extenſive, 
were laid out by Sir Richard Child, before the houſe was built.

Mrs. Frances Harriſon, widow, who died in 16yo, bequeathed

- whenever there ſhould be any ſuch, who would accept of it; when 


not ſo occupied, the rent to be given to the poor. No benefit has 
ever accrued, either to the rectors' widows, or to the pariſh, from 
this donation. | 

James Pound, who was inſtituted to this rectory in 1707, on the 
death of Mr. Hankey, diſtinguiſhed himſelf as a naturaliſt and 


aſtronomer. He went out to the Faſt Indies, as chaplain and 


phyſician to the Engliſh Factory in the iſland of Pulo Condore in 


 Cochin-China, where he narrowly eſcaped the dreadful maſſacre in 


1705. An account of this horrid tranſaction, with a journal of other 
incidents attending his voyage, was among the papers of his nephew 
Dr. Bradley, the late Aſtronomer-royal, and is now in the poſſeſſion 
of Dr. Bradley's ſon-in-law the Rev. Samuel Peach of Eaſt Sheen. 


Several papers upon aſtronomical ſubjects by Mr. Pound are printed 


in the Philoſophical Tranſactions. His collection of ſubjects in 
natural hiſtory was depoſited in the Aſhmolean Muſeum at Oxford. 

The preſent rector of Wanſted is Samuel Glaſſe, D. D. who 
ſucceeded Dr. Horne in 1786.

The report of the King's ſurveyor of houſes and windows, in 1762, 
ſtates, that there were then 112 houſes in this pariſh; of which 70 
were manſions, 42 cottages. The preſent number of houſes is 
about 150,

„Mr. Saltmarſh was buried Dec. 15, 1647.” This was John Salt- 
marſh, a celebrated puritan divine, who was a native of Yorkſhire, 


and educated at Magdalen College in Cambridge. A pamphlet was 


publiſhed in 1045, giving a remarkable account of his death. 
It ſtates, that on the 4th of December he left his houſe at Ilford, 
ſaying he had a command from God to propheſy to the army ; and 


that he went, and propheſied their diviſion and ruin, and his own 
death. On the gth he returned (according to the narrative) in 


perfect health, the next day ſaid he had finiſhed his courſe, and on 
the 11th died. This narrative is accompanied with ſeveral pro- 
phecies, which he is ſaid to have uttered in his laſt moments. 
Fuller tells us what is much more probable, that he died of a 


burning fever in a ſtate of delirium, and venting ſtrange expreſſions 


called prophetical raptures. He adds that he was a good preacher, 
and no contemptible poet“. Mr. Saltmarſh publiſhed controverſial 
and other tracts; ſome of which, if one may judge from tlicir 
titles“, were written when he was bordering on inſanity.

Sir William Penn (father of the founder of Pennſylvania) was an 
inhabitant of Wanſted, and died there in 1670. He was High 
Admiral of England during Cromwell's uſurpation, and afterwards 


performed many ſignal ſervices for Charles the Second“. 


Admiral Buckle, a brave officer, who diſtinguiſhed himſelf by 
taking the Glorioſo man of war in 1741, reſided at Wanſted, where 


he died, in the month of July 1784. 


There are two charity-ſchools in this pariſh, the one for boys, and 


the other for girls; at which nearly all the children of the poor are 


educated **. Theſe ſchools were eſtabliſhed in the year 1786, ſome 
after the inſtitution of the preſent rector. They are ſupported by 
voluntary contributions. 

Robert Rampſton, who died in 1585, gave 20s. per annum to the 


poor of this pariſh. The late Earl Tylney, anno 1784, bequeathed 


1o0l. in the 4 per cents. to the poor; and Robert Mangles, Efq. in 
1791, the ſum of Fol. laid out in the purchaſe of 691. 18. 8d. 3 per 
cent. conſol.

The Abbey ſtood at the diſtance of about three furlongs ſouth- 
weſt from the pariſh church; the ſite of the precincts, which was 


moated, contained about 16 acres. The only remain of the buildings 


is a part of a chapel, with the doorway, adjoining to the public houſe 
called the Adam and Eve. The foundations of the convent were 


dug up and removed by the preſent proprietor; in doing of which 


no antiquities worthy of note were found, except a ſmall onyx ſeal, 
with the impreſs of a griffin, ſet in ſilver, on which is the following 


legend: Nuncio vobis gaudium et falutem ;” perhaps the privy- 
Teal of one of the abbots. At a little diſtance from the Adam and 
Eve, towards the north, is a brick gateway, which was the entrance 


to the conventual precincts. 


The abbey lands are charged with the repair of a bridge and 


cauſey on the great road, near Stratford“.

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1610, it was ſettled upon Henry Prince of Wales“. In 1616, it 
was granted to Sir Francis Bacon and others for 99 years, in truſt 
for Charles I. then Prince of Wales; this leaſe, in 1629, was aſſigned 
to the truſtees of Queen Henrietta Maria, as a part of her jointure. 
On the ſale of the crown lands, during the uſurpation, this manor 
(with the priſon in Stratford and a meadow called Lower Ward) 
was purchaſed for the ſum of 31471. 118. (being about 32 years' 
- purchaſe ,) by Silas Taylor, on behalf of himſelf and other creditors 
of the Government. At the Reſtoration, the Queen-mother became 
poſſeſſed again of this manor ; which was afterwards granted to Queen 
Catherine (conſort of Charles II.) for her life.

1707. In 1702, another leaſe, for 11 years and a half in reverſion, 
was granted to the truſtee of Mrs. Catherine Bland.

in the deanery of Barking, was given by Gilbert de Monthchet to 
che abbot and convent of Stratford-Langthorne“; to whom the

great tithes were appropriated, a vicarage being at the ſame time 
endowed. Since the diſſolution of monaſteries, the tithes have been 
divided into two portions ; one of which has paſſed with the manor 
of Woodgrange *; the other, having been for many years veſted in 
the crown, was granted to the anceſtors of the preſent proprietor 
Sir Hervey Smyth, Bart. 

In the year 1516, the abbot and convent of Stratford, having 
obtained the authority of the church of Rome for ſo doing, ſet aſide 
the endowment of the vicarage, and, in lieu of it, ſettled upon the 
vicar, and his ſucceſſors, an annual penſion of 39. 138. 8 d.“; 
which, after the rectory became veſted in the crown, was paid out 


of the Exchequer, and formed nearly the whole income of the 


vicarage, till the year 1638; when William Blower, father and 


predeceſſor of Peter Blower, then vicar, having purchaſed the 
exiſting leaſe of the vicarial tithes, the latter procured from the 
crown a renewal of the old endowment, in lieu of the ſaid penſion 
of zol.

found, by their inqueſt, that the vicarage of Weſtham was then 


worth 601. per annum (the glebe being valued at 241. the tithes at 
4361.) Mr. Yates, the incumbent, was reported to he an able, pious, 
honeſt miniſter . The vicarage is now become of conſiderable value. 
The patronage has been veſted in the crown ſince the diſſolution 
of monaſteries. 

Thomas Roſe, who was inſtituted to this Vicarage in 1551, ex- 
perienced a great variety of fortune, before the final eſtabliſhment 
of the reformed religion. In 1533, when ſome perſons, out of 
their zcal againſt popery, ſtole the rood out of a church, Roſe was 
ſuſpected of being privy to the robbery, having been ſeen to burn 
ſome of the veſtments which were taken away with it. On this 
ſuſpicion he was committed to priſon, where he lay ſeveral days and 


nights, with his body on the ground, and his feet in a high pair of 
ſtocks. He was afterwards removed to Lambeth, where he remained 
till Cranmer procured his liberty. Edward VI. gave him this vicar- 


age. Queen Mary deprived him of it, and committed him to the 
Tower, whence he contrived to make his eſcape, and to get over to 


the continent. Upon Queen Elizabeth's acceſſion he returned, and 


took poſſeſſion again of the vicarage of Weſtham, which he reſigned 


in 1563, for the living of Lutenhoo in Bedfordſhire, where he died 


at a very advanced age. 
The preſent vicar of Weſtham is the Rev. William Cropley, 
inſtituted in 1775, on the reſignation of the Rev. John Warner. 
There is a Quakers' mecting at Plaiſtow in this pariſh ; a Roman 


Catholic chapel at Stratford; and a meeting, with a cemetery, belong- 


ing to the Methodiſts, in Brickficlds. There is a mecting-houle at

this pariſh ; where he devoted himſelf to ſtudy, to the education of 
his family, and the culture of his garden. In this ſolitude he 


wrote ſeveral of his poems, and adapted to the Engliſh ſtage the 
tragedy of Merope, which was the laſt work that he lived to 


complete“. 


A A 0 was inſtituted in this pariſh as early as the year 


1723, at firſt for 10 boys only, but by degrees it became extended 


to 30 boys and 30 girls. The number of girls has been ſince 
reduced to 20, and that of the boys increaſed to 40. Benefactions, 
to the amount of above 3oool. have been left to this ſchool by 
various perſons . The children are both taught and clothed, and 
the boys, on leaving the ſchool, at the age of 14, receive 51. each, as 
an apprentice-fee.

Walter Hickman, who died in 1 540, directed 
that his body ſhould be buried at Woodford ; he bequeathed to Cle- 
ment, his ſon, four of his beſt ambling mares, his beſt gown lined 
with fitches, and his ruſſet gown lined with fox. To the church of 
Woodford he left 101. for the purpoſe of redeeming paſchal money 
at Eaſter ; ſo that every body in the pariſh, being free from the 


payment of the ſame, when they came to God's board, might ſay a 


Pater nofter and an Ave for his ſoul, and all Chriſtian ſouls *'. 
A houſe and lands called Buckhurſt, alias Monken-hill, in this 


pariſh and Chigwell, has been already deſcribed. 


The manor of Ray-houſe '* was parcel of the poſſeſſions of the 
abbot and convent of Stratford-Langthorne, and was granted, in 
the year 1541, to Morgan Philips, alias Wolfe“; who left it 
to his ſon Walter Morgan. By him it was ſold, in 1570, to 


John Pilkington *, who aliened it, the ſame year, to Nicholas 


Fuller. In 1582, it was conveyed by Fuller to Thomas Pereſon * ; 


by him, the next year, to Iſrael Amyce ', and by Amyce, in 1586, 
to Robert Earl of Leiceſter '”. The Earl fold it immediately to Sir 


Horace Palavicini“, whoſe younger ſon Sir Tobias conveyed it, in 


1624, to Sir Charles Montagu *. This eſtate, about the begin- 
ning of the preſent century, was in the family of Cleveland, from 
which it paſled to that of Hannot. It was purchaſed of Bennet 
Hannot, Eſq. about the year 1770, by Sir James Wright, Bart. the 
preſent proprietor *.

rector of Woodford, and niece of Dr. Holbech. 

In the churchyard is a yew-tree of remarkable growth. Its girth, Remarkable 
at three feet from the ground, is eleven feet nine inches; at four feet e 
and a half from the ground, fourteen feet three inches. The ſpread 
of its boughs forms a circumference of about 180 feet. 

At the ſouth-weſt corner of the churchyard, near the rectory-wall,

Near 
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Near the nine-mile-ſtone, in the foreſt, is a mineral ſpring, 
called Woodford-wells, the water of which was formerly uſed tor 
medicinal purpoſes ; but is now in no eſtimation. 

Near Woodford-bridge is the patent manufaQtory of artificial 
Nate, belonging to Sir James Wright, Bart. This fate is uſed for 
covering roofs and fronts of houſes; for making pendant frames 
for hay-ricks and ſtacks of corn; and ſafeguards to preſerve them 
from vermin. It is uſed alſo for water-pipes and gutters. A 
conſiderable quantity has been exported to the Weſt Indies. A 
pamphlet was publiſhed a few years ago, explaining the manner of 
uſing the ſlate ; its comparative advantages, with prices and eſtimates.

She is niece of Qvcen Bridget, who was buried at Dulwich in 
1768 **. Her rank ſeems to be merely titular; I do not find that 
the Gipſies pay her any particular reſpect; or that ſhe differs in any 
other reſpect, than that of being a houſeholder, from the reſt of her 
tribe. A few leading facts relating to this extraordinary race of 
people, who are ſcattered over moſt parts of Europe, Aſia, and 
America, will, it is preſumed, not be unacceptable in this place to 
my readers. The Gipſies are called, on moſt parts of the Continent, 
It 1s not 
certain when they firſt appeared in Europe ; but mention is made * 
them in Hungary and Germany, ſo early as the year 1417. Within 
ten years afterwards, we hear of them in France, Switzerland, and 
Italy **. The date of their arrival in England is more uncertain; 


it is moſt probable, that it was not till nearly a century afterwards.

« and ſo, many times, by craft and ſubtilty, have deceived the 
people of their money; and alſo have committed many heinous 
«* felonies and robberies, to the great hurt and deceit of the people 
they have come among, &c. This is the preamble to an act, 
by which the Gipſies were ordered to quit the realm under heavy 
penalties. Two ſubſequent acts, paſſed in 1555 and 1563, made it 
death for them to remain in the kingdom; and it remains on record, 
that thirteen were executed under theſe acts, at the aſſizes for the 
county of Suffolk, a few years before the Reſtoration. It was not 
till about the year 1783 that they were repealed. The Gipſies were 
expelled France in 1560; and Spain in 1591: but it does not appear 
that they have been extirpated in any country. Their collective 
numbers, in every quarter of the globe, have been calculated at 
7 or 800,000 *. They are moſt numerous in Aſia, and in the 
northern parts of Europe. Various have been the opinions re- 
lating to their origin. That they came from Egypt, has been 
the moſt prevalent: this opinion (which has procured them here 
the name of Gipſies, and in Spain that of Gitanes) aroſe from 
ſome of the firſt who arrived in Europe pretending that they came 
from that country ; which they did, perhaps, to heighten their repu- 
tation for ſkill in palmiſtry and the occult ſciences. It is now, I 
believe, pretty generally agreed, that they came originally from 
Hindoſtan **; ſince their language ſo far coincides with the Hin- 
doſtanic, that even now, after a lapſe ot more than three centuries, 
during which they have been diſperſed in various foreign countries, 


nearly one-half of their words are preciſely thoſe of Hindoſtan ;

and ſcarcely any variation is to be found in vocabularies procured 
from the Gipſies in Turkey, Hungary, Germany, and thoſe in 
England“.

This worthy prelate, by his will, bearing date 1666, em- 
powered his executors, Sir Orlando Bridgman and Sir Philip War- 
wick, to raiſe a ſum of money adequate to the purpoſes of ſuch a 
building out of his perſonal eſtate, and charged his manor of Sway-

ſpot could be obtained near that town, power was given by an aQ 
of Parliament, paſſed in 1670, (for the purpoſe of explaining and 
ſettling ſome parts of the Biſhop's donation, ) to build it any where 
within the dioceſe, according to the diſcretion of the executors, who 
ſixed on the preſent ſite at the north end of the town of Bromley. 
The founder not having made any proviſion for repairs, his exc-

HIS place, which, in ancient records, is written Cerleton, or 
= Ceorleton, takes its name from the Saxon word ceorle, a 
huſbandman. It lies in the hundred of Blackheath, about two miles 


eaſt of Greenwich, and ſeven miles from London-bridge. The 


pariſh is bounded by Greenwich, Lewiſham, Eltham, Woolwich, 
the extraparochial hamlet of Kidbrook, and by the river Thames. 
It is of no great extent, but the number of acres I have not been 


able to learn; there are about go acres of woodland and a con- 
ſiderable quantity of waſte, including a part of Blackheath ; the cul-

Raynes, who died, in 1710, ſeiſed of a conſiderable eſtate in this 
pariſh.

Wrickleſmarſh, ſtands Morden College, built about the year 1695 


by Sir John Morden, Bart. for the reception of decayed merchants. 
It is a ſpacious brick ſtructure, with ſtone coins and cornices, form- 


ing a quadrangle, which is ſurrounded by piazzas. Over the front 


are the ſtatues of Sir John Morden and his lady. In the hall are 


their portraits, and that of Queen Anne. In the chapel are the 


arms of Sir John and Lady Morden“, and a record of benefactions 


to the College ſince the founder's death ©. 


Sir John Morden placed twelve decayed Turkey merchants in this 
College in his lifetime. He died in 1708, having by his will, 
bearing date 1702, endowed the College, after the death of his 


lady, with eſtates which are now about 1600]. per annum. Lady 
Morden, finding her income not ſufficient to continue her huſband's 
bounty to twelve merchants, was obliged, during her life, to reduce 


the number to four. She died in 1721, when the whole eſtate fell 
in to the College.

of St. Paul, or his heirs. In 1233, it was granted to William Earl 
of Albemarle, on the like conditions *; and in 1263, the Earl of 
Albemarle being then dead, the King reſtored it to Guy Earl of 
St. Paul*, on whoſe death it reverted to the crown, King Edward J. 
granted it to his mother Queen Eleanor, for her life. His ſucceſlor, 
in 1322, gave the manor of Dartford, with its appurtenances, to 
Edmund Farl of Kent. It is evident that the manor of Chiſlehurſt 
was included in this grant, fince the record of the inquiſition, taken 


after the Earl's death, values the rents of aſſize in Chiſlehurſt at 


41. 14s. 10d. per annum*. His ſons, who were ſucceſſively Earls 


of Kent, dying without iſſue, their ſiſter Joan (married, firſt, to Sir 


Thomas Holland, afterwards to Edward the Black Prince) became 
their heir. On the death of her grandſon Edmund Holland, Earl 
of Kent, without iſſue, his eſtates were divided among his four 
ſiſters: the manor of Dartford (with rents of aſſize in Chiſlehurſt) 
fell to the ſhare of Joan Ducheſs of Vork; who died without iſſue, 
in 14344. Her inheritance being divided among her ſurviving 
ſiſters, this eſtate became the property of Margaret ; and was in- 
herited by the deſcendants of her firſt huſband John Earl of Somer- 
ſet. On the attainder of Henry Duke of Somerſet, in 1464, the 
manor of Dartford, with its appendages, was granted to Richard 
Nevil, Earl of Warwick. His cſtates alſo became forfeited after 
the battle of Barnet, in which he was ſlain ; but ſeveral of them 
were given to his daughters, and this manor, among others, to 
Iſabel, wife of George Duke of Clarence; who was attainted in 
1477. The King {Edward [V.) then granted the manor of Dart- 


ford (with Chiſlehurſt) to Thomas Lord Stanley, for life. Henry VII.

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having reſtored to the old Counteſs of Warwick all her huſband's 
poſſeſſions, for the purpoſe of her making a conveyance of them to 
himſelf and his heirs, ſhe granted him accordingly 114 manors, 
among which was Dartford (with Chiſlchurſt). Lord Stanley, who 
was permitted to enjoy his life-intereſt in this manor, died ſeiſed of 
it in 1504; and his widow, (Margaret Counteſs of Richmond, the 
King's mother,) in 1509. The manor of Dartford, with its member 
Chiſlehurſt, then reverted to the crown. In 1512, Henry VIII. 
granted a leaſe of the manor of Chiſlehurſt to Sir John Petche for 
60 years. Queen Elizabeth (anno 1584) granted a leafe of 
Darttord and Chiflehurſt to Edmund Waliingham for 21 years; 
which was renewed in 1597, to Sir Thomas Walſingham for the 
jame term. King James, in 1610, granted the manors of Dartford 
and Chiſlehurſt (in fee) to George and Thomas Whitmore *; who, 
the next year, conveyed them to Sir Thomas Walſingham the 
leſſee '. Sir Thomas, in 1613, ſold the manor of Dartford to Sir 
Robert Darcy; reſerving Chiſlehurſt, which his ſon Sir Thomas 
Walſingham ſold, about the year 1660, to Sir Richard Betenſon. 
On the death of Sir Edward Betenſon, Bart. without iſſue, in 1733, 
his ſiſters became coheirs **. Albinia, the eldeſt, having married 
Major General Selwyn, left iſſue a ſon, John Selwyn, Eſq. ; who, 
having purchaſed the ſhares of the other coheirs, conveyed the whole 
of the manor of Chiſlchurſt to his ſon-in-law, the Hon. Thomas 
Townſhend, father of Lord Viſcount Sydney, who is the preſent 
proprietor.

Sir John Dyneley, in the early 
part of the laſt century, fold it to William Watkins, Eſq. ; who 
enlarged the houſe, and, about the end of Charles the Firſt's 
reign, ſold it to Sir Philip Warwick *. Sir Philip, by his will, left 
it to be inhabited by his ſiſter Clerke, or his ſiſter Turnor, (widow 
of Sir Chriſtopher Turnor, Baron of the Exchequer,) during their 
lives; with remainder, on failure of iſſue from his ſon Philip, to 
their heirs male“. Philip Warwick, Eſq. died without iſſue, in 
1683; ſurviving his father only two months.

The manor of Tang-court belonged to the Abbot and Convent of 
Leſnes, who, in the year 1432, exchanged it with Thomas Wal- 
ſingham for a tenement and lands in Plumſted, called Fulham glace“. 
It has ſince paſſed through the ſame hands as the manors of Chiſle- 
hurſt and Scadbury. 

An ancient feat, now the property and reſidence of Charles 
Townſhend, Eſq. (brother of Lord Sydney), was built in the reign of 
King James I. by Thomas Farrington, Eſq. of Lancaſhire '", whoic 
deſcendant of the ſame name left this houſe and eſtate to Lord 
Robert Bertie, ſon of his ſiſter Albinia, Ducheſs of Ancaſter, and 
entailed it upon the preſent proprietor, who is the grandſon of his 
other ſiſter Mary, the wife of John Selwyn, Eſq. 

Camden-place takes its name from the celebrated antiquary and 
hiſtorian William Camden, who fixed upon this ſpot for his reſi- 
dence in the year 1609; and during the remainder of his life, 
ſpent his ſummers at Chiſlehurſt“, where he is ſaid to have com- 
poſed his Annals of Queen Elizabeth. His funeral certificate at 
the Heralds' College, records that William Camden, Clarencicux 
King of Arms, (to which place he was appointed in 1597,) died 
a bachelor, Nov. 9g, 1623, at his houſe at Chiſlehurſt, and was 


buried with great ſolemnity the 19th, at Weſtminſter-abbey. 


His funeral was attended by the whole College of Heralds, the 
Biſhop of Lincoln (Lord Keeper), the Biſhops of London, Dur- 
ham, &c.

Sir Philip Warwick wrote © A Diſcourſe of Government, as exa- 
« mined by Reaſon, Scripture, and the Law of the Land,” and 
Memoirs of the Reign of King Charles I. with a Continuation till 
the Reſtoration ;” both publiſhed after his death. An anonymous 
work publiſhed in 1646, intitled “ A Letter to Mr. Lenthal, ſhew- 
ing that Peace is better than War,” is aſcribed alſo to him“. Sir 
Philip Warwick died on the 15th of January 1082-3. His only ſon, 
who was Envoy to Sweden, died at Newmarket, as he was returning 
poſt to England to take a laſt farewell of his father, and was buried 
at Chiſlehurſt Mar. 23, 1682-3.

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T HE name of this place was anciently written Depeford, ſigni— 
fying the deep ford, where the bridge now is over the Ravenſ- 
borne. 

Deptford lies in the e o Blackheath, at the diſtance of 
about four miles from London-bridge, near the high road from Can- 
terbury to Dover: by an Act of Parliament, paſſed in 1730, the 
pariſh was divided into two; diſtinguiſhed by the names of St. 
Nicholas, and St. Paul. 

The pariſh of St. Nicholas, which includes the old town, is 
bounded by the river Thames, and by the new pariſh of Deptford, 


St. Paul. It is of very ſmall extent; the land not built upon, docs 


not exceed two or three acres. 
The pariſhes pay jointly the ſum of 16491. 192. 4d. to the land- 
tax; which is at the rate of 28. in the pound. 
Sir Thomas ties lay a night and a day, with his army, at this 
place, in 1553. | 
In the year 167 r, a great inundation id at and near Dept- 
ford. About 700 ſheep, with a great number of oxen, cows, &c. 


were deſtroyed in the marſhes ; the cables of ſhips at anchor were 


broken, and the water roſe to the height of ten feet in the ſtreets near 
the river ; ſo that the inhabitants were obliged to retire, in boats, to

Sir Thomas Smith, who had been farmer of the cuſtoms to Queen 


Elizabeth, and was ſent by James I. as his Ambaſſador to the court 
of Ruſſia, in 1604, had a magnificent houſe at Deptford, which was 


burnt down on the 3oth of January 1618. His travels into Ruſſia 
are in print; but they are ſuppoſed not to have been written by him- 
ſelf *, Cowley, the poet, was for ſome time an inhabitant of this 


place *, The Gun-tavern is ſaid to have been the reſidence of the 


Earl of Nottingham, Queen Elizabeth's Luid Admiral. His arms, 
with the order of the Garter, are carved in wood over the chimney- 
picce of a large dining-room. 

The manor of Deptford, alias Weſt Greenwich, was given by 
William the Conqueror to Gilbert de Magminot, or Maminot *; 
whoſe great-grandſon, Wakelin de Maminot, dying without ifſue in 
1191, this manor fell to the ſhare of his ſiſter and coheir Alice, the 


wife of Geoffrey de Say *, who gave it to the Knights Templars“. 


His ſon Geoffrey recovered it, by giving the Templars the manor of 
Saddleſcombe in Suſſex in exchange. This Geoffrey having taken 
up arms againſt King John, his eſtates were ſeized and given to 
Peter de Cron. They were reſtored by Henry III. in 122357 


after which this manor continued in the family of Say, till the 


latter end of the fourteenth century.

defire of the Royal Society, of the damage done in his garden by 
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the froſt the preceding winter; but as his letter is dated the 14th of 
April, little is to be gathered from it, as it is moſt probable that the 
cork trees, and many others which he mentions as looking very 
ſuſpiciouſly, recovered. He laments the damage done to his beau- 
tiful holly-hedge ; but from the manner in which he ſpeaks of it in 
1704, it is evident that it was not materially injured. A tortoiſe, 
which had lived in his garden many winters, would, it 1s probable, 
have eſcaped, but was found dead, having been obſtructed by a vine 
root from burying himſelf to his uſual depth. There is not the 
leaſt trace now, either of the houſe or gardens at Sayes-court ; ſome 
of the garden walls only, with ſome brick piers, are remaining. 

The houſe was pulled down in 1726 or 1729, and the workhouſe 
built on its ſite * 

The old 4 of St. Nicholas conſiſts of a chancel, nave, and 
two aiſles.

The architect performed his work ſo ill, that the church 
was obliged to undergo a thorough repair in 1716, at the expence

To obtain a fair view of the increaſe of population, the baptiſms 
and burials in both pariſhes, ſince the diviſion in 1730, ſhould be 
added together, and then the latter averages will ſtand thus:

It appears that the population of this place has increaſed within 
two centuries, in a proportion of twenty to one, and it is obſervable 
that a conſiderable increaſe is to be noticed at a very carly period ; 
which is to be attributed to this cauſe, that in the ſtatutes and pro- 
clamations againſt the erecting new buildings within a certain diſ- 
tance from London, market towns, and places uſed for building of 


ſhips, were excepted. It ſhould be noticed that the burials are at 


ſome periods much increaſed by the number of perſons who die on 


board the ſhips. The preſent number of houſes in the pariſh of 


St. Nicholas, is about 11 50, thoſe in St. Paul about 2300; making to- 
gether about 3450. 


In the year 1603, there were 235 burials, the average of that 


period (not including that year) being about 38. In 1624, there 
were 125 burials; in 1625, 342; the average of that period 
(deducting thoſe years) being 60. In 1636, there were 147 
burials (65 perſons dying of the plague). The next year eleven 
perſons died of the plague, the number of burials was 109.

The family 
of Pett were eminent ſhipbuilders for ſeveral generations. Peter Pett 
(here mentioned) was maſter ſhipwright to Queen Mary and Queen 


Elizabeth 7. Phineas, whoſe baptiſm is here recorded, having been ſer- 


vant to the Lord Admiral, was taken into the ſervice of Prince Henry in 
1603 ”', as appears by the MS. of his own life, extracts from which have 


lately been publiſhed 1 in the Archzologia. In 1606, he en His 


brother Joſeph as one of the maſter ſhipwrights 1 in the navy. In 
i609, there appears to have been a combination among his brother 
ſhipwrights to ruin him, by accuſations of inſufficiency and diſ- 
honeſty, ſhewn in the building of a great ſhip then on the ſtocks. 
This matter came to a final hearing at Woolwich (where the ſhip 
was building), on the 8th of May that year, before the King in per- 


ſon, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, and the Lords of the 


Council, Mr. Pett during the whole trial attending on his knees“. 
The event was much to his credit, and to the diſgrace of his ene- 


mies. He was ever after honoured with the favour of the King, and 
of his ſucceſſor Charles I. who, with various branches of the Royal 


Family, frequently honoured him with viſits when they went to ſee 
the ſhipping at Woolwich. Among other marks of the Royal favour 
it appears that he had the diſpoſal of two baronets' patents, one of 


which he ſold for 700I. Mr. Pett was employed to fit out the fleet 


which carried over the Princeſs Elizabeth after her marriage to the 

Palſgrave, in 1613, and accompanied the Lord Admiral in that 
voyage“. In 1623, he went with Prince Charles to Spain; for his

There are two hoſpitals at Deptford belonging to the Corporation 
of the Trinity-houſe. The old hoſpital, of which there is a view, 
engraved by Gribelin, in 1701, was built in the reign of Henry VIII. 


It conſiſted originally of 21 apartments; but, being pulled down and 


rebuilt in 1788, the number was increaſed to 25. This hoſpital 
adjoins to the churchyard. The other, which is in Church-ſtreet, 
was built about the latter end of the laſt century. Sir Richard 


Browne, in 1672, gave the ground, after the expiration of a ſhort 


term; and Capt. William Maples, in 1680, gave 1300l. towards 
the building. This hoſpital conſiſts of 56 apartments, forming a 
ſpacious quadrangle; in the centre of which is placed a ſtatue of 
Capt. Maples. On the eaſt fide, oppoſite the entrance, is a plain 
building, which ſerves both for a chapel and a hall. Here the 
Brethren of the Trinity-houſe meet annually on Trinity Monday,

The two pariſhes have a joint intereſt in all benefactions prior to 
the year 1730. 1 

The Royal Dock, which firſt gave conſequence to Deptford, and 
gradually increaſed the population to its preſent extent, was firſt 
eſtabliſhed by Henry VIII. about the beginning of his reign. The 
old ſtore-houſe, which appears to have conſiſted originally only of 
the building on the north fide of the quadrangle, was erected by 
him, in the year 1513, as appears by a date in the rigging-loft, on 
what was originally the front of the building. Above the date is a 
ſpace, where, it is probable, the Royal arms were fixed, beneath a 


Gothic canopy of brick work. The initials H. R. in a cypher, 


accompany the date, which is in Arabic numerals, with the letters 
A. X. for Anno Chriſti This ſtore-houſe now forms a 1 
by the addition of buildings on the caſt, weſt, and ſouth ſides; 
double front towards the north was added in 1721. There is a 
current tradition, for which no authority can be adduced, that 
this ſtore-houſe was erected on the ſite of a monaſtery. A ſpacious 
ſtore-houſe, being parallel to this juſt mentioned, and of the ſame 
length, having a ſail-lofſt and rigging-loft, is now building, and 
nearly finiſhed. nt 
There is a long range alſo of ſmaller ſtore-houſes, built about 
the year 1780, under the direction of Sir Charles Middleton. The 
whole extent of the yard is about 31 acres. It has two wet docks, 
a double and a ſingle one; and three flips; a baſon, and two maſt- 
ponds. It contains alſo, belides the buildings already mentioned, 
a large ſmith's ſhop, with about 20 forges for making anchors, &c.; 
: maſt-houles ; 
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maſt-houſes ; ſheds for timber; a mould-loft, various workſhops, 


and houſes for the officers ©.

The Cambridge of 80 guns, now a guardſhip ; the Impregnable 
of 9o guns, and the Windſor Caſtle of 98 guns, both now in com- 
miſhon, were built in this yard. The Neptune of 98, is on the 
ſtocks. The number of artificers and labourers of all ſorts, now in 


the yard, amount to about 1300; the peace-eſtabliſhment is not 


much leſs. The riggers, &c. (called the ordinary) are about 
140. This Dock-yard has no commiſſioner, but is under the 


immediate inſpection of the Navy Board. The refident officers are, 


a clerk of the checque; ſtorekeeper ; maſter ſhipwright, and his 
aſſiſtants; clerk of the ſurvey; maſter attendant ; ſurgeon, &c. 
In the reigns of James I. and Charles I. the Treaſurer of the Navy 


reſided at Deptford.

On the 4th of April 158 1, Queen Elizabeth viſited Capt. Drake's 
ſhip called the Golden Hind. Her Majeſty dined on board; and 
after dinner, conferred the honour of knighthood on the Captain. 
A prodigious concourſe of people aſſembled on the occaſion; and a 
wooden bridge, on which were a hundred perſons, broke down, 
but no lives were loſt”. Sir Francis Drake's ſhip, when it became 
unfit for ſervice, was laid up in this yard, where it remained many 
years; the cabin being, as it ſeems, turned into a banqueting-houſe : 
„We'll have our ſupper (ſays Sir Petronel Flaſh, in a comedy 
« called Eaſtward-hoe, written by Ben Jonſon and others) on 
e board Sir Francis Drake's ſhip that hath compaſſed the world.” 
It was at length broken up, and a chair made out of it for John 
Davis, Eſq., who preſented it to the Univerſity of Oxford **.

DEPTFORD, Sr. PAUL”s. 


HIS pariſh, which was conſtituted in the year 1730, is 
1 bounded by Deptford—St. Nicholas, Greenwich, Lewiſham, 


| Camberwell, Rotherhithe, and by the river Thames. It contains 


about 1800 acres of land, of which about 500 are arable ; about the 
ſame quantity occupied by market gardeners '; the remainder marſh 
and paſture. The foil on the hills, towards Brockley, is clay; in 
other parts, ſand or gravel. At Loampit-hole, in this pariſh, is a 
large chalk pit, in which are found various kinds of extrancous 


foſſils. 


The Ravenſborne, which ſeparates this pariſh from Greenwich, 
and falls into the Thames here, . riſes on Keſton common. Its banks 
are under the ſuperintendence of a commiſſion of ſewers. The 
bridge over this river, at Deptford, was formerly of wood, and was 
repaired by the inhabitants of the hundred. Previous to the battle 
of Blackheath, there was a ſkirmiſh between Lord Dawbeney's army 
and “ certeyne archers of the rebelles, whoſe airowes, as is reported

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In Haſted's Hiſtory of Kent is an engraving of the head of a 
Janus, found (in this pariſh) on the road to New Croſs, near St. 
Thomas's Watcring-place. 

The caryophyllus pratenſis, which abounds in this part of Kent, 


was called by the old botaniſts, who found it in this pariſh, the 


Deptford pink. | 

In this pariſh ſtands one of the newly, invented telegraphs, which 
communicates intelligence between Dover and the Admiralty ”. 

The manor of Brockley, partly in this parith and partly in that 
of Lewiſham, was granted by Wakelin de Maminot the younger, 
about the beginning of the thirteenth century, to Michael de Turn- 


ham; who, ſoon afterwards, fold it to Juliana Counteſs of Nor- 


folk, wife oi the ſaid Wakelin, to the intent that ſhe might 
found a religious houſe here; the ſite of which was confirmed to 
the convent, by the Counteſs, and by Geoffrey de Say, who was 
the lord paramount. Not long atterwards, Robert de Turnham, 
nephew of Michael, gave theſe monks an eſtate at Begham in 
Suſſex, whither they removed themſelves. He confirmed to them 
_ alſo this manor of Brockley'. In 1328, they had a grant of 


free-warren on their lands here*. The convent at Begham being 


diſſolved, upon the ſuppreſſion of the ſmaller monaſteries, in 1538, 
Cardinal Wolſey procured a grant of its revenues for his college at 
Oxford“. Upon the Cardinal's fall, they were ſeized by the crown, 
A leaſe of that part of the manor of Brockley which lies in this 
pariſh was granted, in 1508, by the name of the capital meſſuage 
of the manor of Brockley, to Philip Conway for 21 years. This

Brockley- farm, was, about the time of the Reſtoration, veſted in 
Sir John Cutler, Bart. ; who, by deed, in 1692, ſettled it (after 
his death) on Edmund Boulter, Eſq.; who, by will, in 1707, left 
it to his brother William. In 1709, William Boulter, Eſq. made a 
ſettlement, by which it paſled to his grandſon Richard Wilkinſon, 
and afterwards to William Wickham, Eſq. and Mary his wife, fiſter 
of the ſaid Richard. It is now veſted in John Drake, LL.D. and 
Thomas Drake Tirwhit, Eſq. in right of their wives, daughters of 


William Wickham, Eſq. and grandaughters of William Wickham 


above mentioned“. | 
No part of Mr. Way's eſtate, though called the manor of Dept- 


ford Strond, and deſcribed in Queen Mary's grant as lying in the 


pariſhes of Deptford, Camberwell, and Rotherhithe, is nov veſteemed 
in this pariſh *. 

The manor of Hatcham, on the contrary, though formerly 
eſteemed to be in Camberwell, is wholly in this pariſh. It has been 


deſcribed in Vol. I. of this work. Bredinghurſt, in Peckham, was 


formerly eſteemed in the county of Kent alſo, as appears by ancient 
records. It has been deſcribed under Camberwell **. It muſt be 
obſerved, that the county of Surrey, as its bounds are now known 
and defined '*, extends to New Croſs turnpike, and compiahends a 
great part of this pariſh, 

In the year 1547, Thomas Baſſingburne held Skinner s-place, in \ this 
pariſh, with certain lands formerly parcel of the poſſeſſions of St. Tho- 
mas's Hoſpital in Southwark ; Skinner's-place afterwards belonged 
to Richard Stonely; and, in 1568, to Anne Lady Parry

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The pariſh church of St. Paul's, Deptford, was built under the Cheech of 
power of certain Acts, paſſed in the ninth and tenth years of Queen N 
Anne, for the building fifty new churches in and near London, It 
was finiſhed before 1730, but not conſecrated or dedicated till the zoth 
of June that year, when that ceremony was performed by Edmund Gib- 
ſon, Biſhop of London. It is a handſome ſtone ſtructure, conſiſting of a 
chancel, nave, and two aiſles; ſupported by columns of the Corinthian 
order. The pews are of Dutch oak. At the weſt end is a taper ſpire. 

On the eaſt wall, to the north of the altar, is a monument, by Monumen -. 

Nollekens, to the memory of James Sayer, Eſq. Vice Admiral of 
the White“, who died in 1776: on the north wall is the monument 
of Mary, daughter of Benjamin and Mary Finch, wife of Richard 
Hanwell of Oxford, Gent., 1754: and on the ſouth wall, that of 
Matthew Finch, Gent., 1745. „

Surveyor of the Navy, 1790; and Thomas Hicks, Eſq., 1795. 

By an Act of Parliament, paſſed in 1730, the ſum of 3500l. 
(out of the duty on coals) was allotted for the maintenance of the 
rector of the new church at Deptford, (afterwards dedicated to St. 
Paul,) to be laid out in the purchaſe of lands or other heredita- 
ments in fee-ſimple. It was enacted alſo, that the churchwardens 
of this pariſh (in whom four acres of glebe, taken out of the old 
pariſh, are veſted) ſhould pay the ſum of 7ol. per annum, as a 
farther maintenance for the rector, in lieu of fees for vaults and 
burials, except when the ſervice 1s read in the church. Thele en- 
dowments, together with other ſurplice dues and Eaſter offerings, 


form the whole income of the rectory. By the ſaid AR, William 
Norton, D. D. then vicar of St. Nicholas, was to be the firſt rector 
of the new church; and to hold both bencficcs during his life. 
After his death, the firſt preſentation of this rectory was given 


to the crown; and the perpetuity of the advowſon veſted in the 
Wickham family, (as patrons of the old church,) to whom it ſtill 


belongs. The rectory is not to be held i» commendan. 


The preſent rector is John Eaton, LL. D. who ſucceeded Richard 
Conyers, LL. D. in 1786. 

There are ſeveral meeting-houſes in this pariſh; one belonging 
to the Quakers, in Butt-lane ; the Independents have two, one in 


Church-ſtreet, and one in Butt-lane, with a cemetery adjoining, in 
which are memorials for Mr. John Creaſy, deacon, 1777 ; Joſiah

Edmund Boulter, Eſq. by his will, bearing date 1707 7, gave the 
pariſh of Deptford a right of preſenting one penſioner to a certain 
alms-houſe which he directed ſhould be built near Oxford. They 
were not built till ſince the year 1780. The penſioners have 71. per 
annum, and a good warm gown with a ſilver badge. This bene- 


faction has been determined to belong excluſively to the pariſh of 


St. Paul, on account of its connection with the Brockley eſtate. 
This pariſh has a moiety of all the benefactions left to St. Nicho- 


las's before the ſeparation of the two pariſhes; and of ſome ot thoſe 
left ſince that date.

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In this pariſh ſtands the Victualling-houſe, on the ſite of a large 
range of ſtorchouſes, formerly called the Red-houſe, which was burnt 
down in July 1639, and all the ſtores conſumed. It was atterwards 


rebuilt, and was included in the grant to Sir John Evelyn in 1726, 


being then deſcribed as 870 feet in length and 35 in width. Theſe 
premiſes were for ſome time rented by the Eaſt India Company ; the 
Crown having re-purchaſed them of the Evelyns, a Victualling- 
houſe was built there in 1745; in 1749, it was burnt down by an 
accidental fire, which conſumed a great quantity of ſtores and pro- 
viſions. It was afterwards rebuilt, and has been ſince enlarged with 
new ſtorchouſes of various kinds; it contains alſo a windmill for grind- 
ing corn, an extenſive cooperage and brewhouſe, ſlaughtering-houſes» 
houſes for curing beef, pork, &c.; bake-houſes, and other buildings, 
beſides dwelling-houſes for the ſuperintendants and inferior officers. 
Near the Victualling-houſe is Deadman's Dock-yard, the property 
of Sir Frederic Evelyn. It is deſcribed in the grant to Sir John as 
having a great depth of water, and as being the beſt private dock upon 


the river. Men of war of 74 guns are ſometimes built here. 


During Cromwell's uſurpation a project was ſet on foot by Sir 
Nicholas Criſpe, of making a mole at Deptford, for the harbour of 
200 ſail or more to ride in 17 or 18 feet of water, without cable or 
anchor. The demeſne lands of the manor (being about 200 acres, 


* 


lying now within the pariſh of St. Paul) were purchaſed for that 


purpoſe at the price of 60001. and a conſiderable ſum of money was 
expendcd in erecting ſtorehouſes, and ſetting up a ſluice. After the 
Reſtoration Sir Nicholas Criſpe, joining with the Duke of Ormond, 
the Earl of Bath, and others, who were embarked with him in this 
undertaking, petitioned King Charles II. to grant them the land to 
purchaſed in fee-farm ; it was ſtated in the petition that Sir Nicholas 
Criſpe had formed this project principally with a view of ingratiating 
himſelf with the then ruling powers, that he might the hetter watch 
a favour- 
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a favourable opportunity of bringing about his Majeſty's reſtoration. 
Sir Charles Harbord, the King's ſurveyor, to whom the petition was

Frederic Prince of Wales was created Earl of Eltham in 1726. 
This title is now veſted in his preſent Majeſty. 

An ancient coin was found here in 1751, which would not be 
worthy cf mention, but as it occaſioned the publication of ſome con- 
jectures by Mr. Clarke, of Baliol College, who endeavoured to prove 
it to be a coin of Richard I., and an anſwer by G. North, M. A. 
F. A. S. who contended that it was a piece of baſe money, called a 


Peny-yard penny. 


The manor of Eltham was, in the time of Edward the C onfeſſor, 


held under the Crown by Alwold. 


William the Conqueror gave it 


to his halt-brother Odo, Biſhop of Baicux and Earl of Kent, under 
whom it was held by Haimo, ſheriff of the county *.

Henry the Third, in 
the year 1270, kept a public Chriſtmas at his palace of Eltham, 
being accompanied by the Queen, and all the great men of the 
realm“. Anthony Bec, Biſhop of Durham, and Patriarch of Feru- 
ſalem, beſtowed great colt, we are told, on the buildings at this 
place, and died there on the 28th of March 13117, having, as it

Richard II. kept 
his Chriſtmas at Eltham in 1384, 1385, and 1386 ©. The laſt-men- 


tioned year he gave a ſumptuous entertainment to Leo King of Ar- 


menia . Henry IV. kept his Chriſtmas here in 1405; at which time 


the Duke of York was accuſed of an intention of breaking into the 
palace by ſcaling the walls, for the purpoſe of murdering the King“. 
Henry kept his Chriſtmas at I.Itham again in 1409 and in 1412 ; he 
was reſiding there when he was ſci-zed with the ſickneſs which occa- 
honed his death . Henry V. kept his Chriſtmas at this palace in 
1414”; as did his ſucceſſor Henry VI. with much ſplendor, in 
1429”. Edward IV. beſtowed much charge upon the repairs of this 
palace“. Here his daughter Bridget (who became a nun at Dart- 
ford) was born in 1480, and baptized in the chapel of the palace 
by the Biſhop of Chicheſter. In 1483, the King kept his Chriſtmas 
here with moſt magnificent entertainments, two thouſand perſons 
being fed daily at his expence ”. Henry VII. built the front of this 
palace towards the moat, and frequently reſided here“. Henry VIII. 


preferring the ſituation of Greenwich, came ſeldom to Eltham. He 


kept his Whitſuntide here in 1515, and his Chriſtmas in 1526, 
with few attendants, on account of the plague *”; it was called there- 


fore the ſtill Chriſtmas. King Edward VI. on the death of Sir 


Thomas Speke, made Sir John Gates keeper of Eltham palace and 
park“. He was beheaded in 1553. Queen Elizabeth ſpent a few 


days at Eltham in 1559*. Sir Chriſtopher Hatton was keeper of

I have not been able to find that it was viſited by any of 


the Royal Family at a later period. The palace was, during the 


civil war, for ſome time in the occupation of Robert Earl of Eſſex, 


the parliamentary general, who died there Sep. 13, 1046 ©, and was 


buried in Weſtminſter Abbey. After the death of Charles I. the 
manor-houſe was ſurveyed “, and valued at 27541. for the materials. 
It was fold with the manor to Nathaniel Rich, Eiq. After the Re- 
ſtoration, the palace, with its appurtenances, reverted to the Crown, 
It is included in Sir J. G. Shaw's leaſe, and the ſite is now occupied 


as a farm. The manor-lodge in the great park, is now the mancrial 


reſidence. : 
The principal buildings now remaining on the ſite of the palace 

are, the great hall, where the Parliaments were held, and the public 

entertainments given (now uſed as a barn); and ſome of the 


offices. The hall is 100 feet in length, 36 in breadth, and 55 in 
height. It has a wooden roof, wrought with Gothic ornaments. _ 


A ground plan of part of the ancient palace of Eltham, as taken 
in 1509, was engraved for Haſted's Hiſtory of Kent. A view 


of the palace was publiſhed upon a very ſmall ſcale, by Stent, in 


1650. There are ſeveral prints of it in its preſent ruinous ſtate.

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The ordinances for the eſtabliſhment of the Royal Houſchold, 
which contain precedents for the government of the King's houſe 
to this dav, were made at Eltham in 1526*. 

The great park at Eltham contained 596 acres, according to the 
ſurvey taken in 1640; Patrick Maule, Eſq. Groom of the Bed- 
chamber, was then Ranger and Maſter of the Game. The little 
or middle park contained 3343 acres; Horne, alias Lee park, in 
Eltham and Lec, 336 acres. The deer in all theſe parks had 
been deſtroyed by the ſoldiery and common people. In the three 
parks, 3700 trees had been marked for the Navy“. A book called 
the Myſteries of the Good Old Cauſe, publiſhed in 1660, ſays, 
„Sir Thomas Walſingham had the Honour of Eltham given him, 


* which was the Earl of Dorſet's, and the middle park, which 


« was Mr. White's ; he has cut down pool. worth of timber, and 
“ hath ſcarcely left a tree to make a gibbet.“ Sir Theodore 
Mayerne, phyſician to the King, had been for many years chief 
ranger and maſter of the game of Horne park, and reſided in the 
lodge (now a farm-houſe) during the reign of Charles the Firſt; 
before 1649 he had removed to Chelſea; and left an underkeeper in 


the lodge; as is ſtated in the ſurvey *. 


The manor of Henle, or Henleys, was, in the early part of 
Edward the Third's reign, the property of John de Henley; who 
dying without iſſue, it was given by William de Brantingham, his 
feoffee, to the King; and has been annexed ever ſince to the manor

The manor of Weſt-Horne, being part of the ancient demeſnes of

Corbye-hall, in this parith, was, at an early period, the property 


of a family of that name **. In the reign of Edward VI. it was in 
the Crown, and was included in the grant to Sir John Gates“; it 
was afterward granted, with the manor, &c. to Lord Cobham **; and 
is now a part of Sir J. G. Shaw's eſlate. 

The manors of Eaſt- Horne and Wcll-hall (or Well-hawe) were, in 


the year 1100, the property of Jordan de Briſet ”, In the reign of Ed- 


ward I. Matthew de Hegham held this eſtate*. In 1346, it was the 


property of John de Pulteney % In 1386, Thomas Conduyt, clerk, 
brother and heir of Nicholas Conduyt, citizen of London, deceaſed, 
granted the manors of Eaſt-Horne and Well-hawe to Gilbert Pur- 
neys, Eſq. and his heirs”. In 1432, John Foxholes, clerk, releaſed 
to William Baſket, citizen of London, all right in theſe manors, 
lately the property of Margery, relict of Nicholas Sernefelde ”. Soon 
afterwards (probably by purchaſe) they came to John Tatterſall, 
ho died in 1446, leaving two daughters coheirs“. Margery mar- 
ried John Roper, Eſq. who, in her right, became poſſeſſed of theſe 
manors ; John, his eldeſt ſon, who ſucceeded him in this eſtate, 
was Attorney-General to Henry VIII. From him it deſcended to 
Edward Roper, Eſq. whoſe daughter, Elizabeth, married Edward 


 Henſhaw, Eſq.; and on the death of her brothers without iſſue, 


became ſole heir to her father. Mr. Henſhaw left three daughters; 
Catherine, married to William Strickland, Eſq.; Elizabeth, to Sir Ed- 
ward Dering, Bart. ; and the third daughter, to Sir Rowland Wynne, 
Bart. Theſe coheirs fold the manors of Eaſt-Horne and Well-

Lilbourn, who offended all parties, being pilloried by one, and ſhut 
up in the Tower by another ; who had bcen a captain in the Parlia- 
mentary army, and was taken priſoner at the battle of Brentford ; 
at laſt turned Quaker, and ſettled at Eltham ; where he held forth 
to his brethren of that perſuaſion 7. He died at this place, Aug. 28, 
1657 . His corpſe was removed to the Quakers' meeting in 
Alderſgate-ſtreet, where there was ſome diſturbance about putting a 
velvet pall over his coffin, which the Quakers would not ſuffer. 
He was interred in the burial-ground near Moorhelds, the funeral 
being attended by an immenſe concourſe of people“. Dr. James 
Sherard, an eminent phyſician in the carly part of the preſent cen- 
tury, formed a botanical graden at Eitham ; in which he was aſſiſted 
by Dillenius, who ſpent much of his time here“; and publiſhed a 
catalogue of Dr. Sherard's plants, in two volumes, in folio, under 
the title of Hortus Elthamenſis.

Two houſes were given by a benefactor, now unknown, for the 


habitation of poor perſons. 


At the north-caſt extremity of this pariſh lies Shooter s-:Bill, over 


which is the high road from London to Dover. The beautiful 
proſpect from this hill and Lady James's tower have been al- 
ready mentioned“. Not far from the tower is erected one of the 


telegraphs, which communicates between London and Dover. On 
the top of the hill is a mineral ſpring, an account of which was 
publiſhed by William Godbid, in 1673. Shooter's-hill was for- 
merly a place much dreaded hy travellers; the ſteepneſs and nar- 
rowneſs of the roads, and the harbour which the neighbouring 
coppices afforded to the robbers, rendering it a very fit place for 


their depredations. Shakeſpeare makes it the ſcene of Falſtaffe's,

Modingham, or Mottingham, is an extraparochial hamlet, ad- 
joining to this pariſh and Chiſſchurſt; to both which it has been 
ſuppoſed to belong. The inhabitants ſerved pariſh-offices at Chille- 
hurſt in the laſt century ; but, for the moſt part, they frequent El- 
tham church, and chriſten and bury there.

Thomas Banquel, who died in 1361, was ſeiſed of certain lands 
in the hamlet of Mottingham (late Legh's).

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HIS place takes its name from the river Cray, and from Godwin 
= Pot, its owner, in the reign of Edward the Confeſſor. 
Foot's Cray lies in the hundred of Ruxley, at the diſtance of 12 


Boundaric,, miles from London, on the road to Maidſtone. The parith is 


bounded by Chillehurſt, North Cray, Paul's Cray, Bexley, and 
Eltham, It contains between ſeven and eight hundred acres of land : 
about two-thirds of which arc arable. The ſoil is chiefly gravel, or 
a light loam; in ſome parts clay. This pariſh pays the ſum of 
621. 8s. to the land-tax. 155 1 

The manor of Foot's Cray was held of Edward the Confeſſor by 
Godwin Fot; in the Conqueror's reign, William Fitzoger held it of 
the Biſhop of Baicux'. In the reign of King John, William de 
Eynsford held a knight's-fee in Foot's Cray of Robert de Creve- 
quer. Gregory de Rokeſley died ſeiſed of the manor of Foot's 
Cray in the year 1292. His ſon Roger appears to have had only 
a moiety of it; the other moiety being veſted in Thomas de War- 


derobà . Roger de Rokeſley ſold the ſaid moiety, anno 1305, to

John 
Perkins (fon of George) dying without male iſſue, Mary, his only 
daughter and heir, brought it in marriage to Mr. Edward Townlend 
of Brockley in Deptford ; whoſe three ſons, being joint heirs, ſold 
it, in 1764, to John Calcraft, Eſq. Mr. Calcraft's ſon of the ſame 
name aliened it, in 1787, to Charles Stuart Minſhaw, Eſq, who is 
the preſent proprietor *. b 

A court-baron is held for this manor, which extends over the 
greater part of the parith ; the demeſne lands are about 140 acres. 

Foot's Cray-place, the ſeat of Benjamin Harenc, Eſq. was built 1

The pariſh church, dedicated ro All-Saints, is a ſmall ſtructure, 
conſiſting of a chancel, nave, and north aiſle. At the weſt end is 
a wooden tower and a low ſpire, covered with ſhingles. 

On the ſouth wall of the chancel (which has narrow-pointed win- 
dows) is the monument of William Smith, rector, 1765; on the 
floor is a braſs plate in memory of Thomas Myton, rector, 1489; 
and the tomb of Mrs. Briana Harwich, 1735. 

In the wall of the north aiſle is a low obtuſe arch, under which 
are the cfhgics of Sir Simon Vaughan and his lady, recumbent ; 
they are much mutilated ”, and have been covered over with 1 
waſh. 

The font is ſquare, of Norman architecture; the ſides ornamented 
with circular arches.

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GREENWICH: 


*RENEWIC, or Grenevic, as this place was called by the Saxons, 
is literally the green village; meaning, perhaps, the village on the 
green. It lies in the hundred of Blackheath, being ſituated on the banks 


of the Thames, at the diſtance of five miles from London. The pariſh 


is bounded by Deptford, St. Paul's; Lewiſham ; Charlton; and the 


extraparochial hamlet of Kidbrook. It contains about 1170 acres of 


cultivated land: of which about 140 are arable; about 160 occupied 
by market gardeners; about 550 marſh and lowland meadow ; and 
about 320 upland meadow and paſture (including Greenwich-park). 
A ſmall part of Blackheath, adjoining to Greenwich town and park, 
is in this pariſh. The ſoil, except in the marſhes, is, for the moſt 
part, ſand and gravel. This pariſh pays the ſum of 10371. 18s. 10d. 
to the land-tax, which 1s at the rate of 1s. 2d. in the pound. 
Greenwich has a market twice a-week, on Wedneſdays and Satur- 
days. The profits of this market being veſted in Henry Earl of 
Romney, were given by him, in 1700, to the Royal Hoſpital *. 
In the year 1557, this place ſent two burgeſſes to Parliament 
(Thomas Farnham and John Sackville, Eſqrs.). This is the only 
return it ever made.

In the reign of King Ethelred, the Daniſh fleet was ſeveral times 
ſtationed in the river Thames near Greenwich“, their army being 
encamped on the hill above. Hence they made excurſions into the 
interior part of the county, making dreadful ravages wherever they 


went. In the year 1012, they ſpoiled the city of Canterbury, 


carrying away with them Alphege the Archbiſhop, whom they kept 
priſoner for ſeven months in their camp at Greenwich; when, being 
enraged at his refuſing to pay a large ſum of money which they had 


demanded for his ranſom, they flew him*. The Archbiſhop was 
inrolled among the Romith ſaints; and the pariſh church at this 


place, in memory of its having been the ſcene of his ſuffering, was 


afterwards dedicated to him.

(afterwards Henry VIII.), and his third ſon, Edmund Tudor “, 
(created Duke of Somerſet,) were born, Lambard ſays, that he 
beautified the palace by the addition of a brick front towards the 
water-ſide.

Henry VIII. was born at Greenwich June 28, 1491, and was 
baptized in the parith church by the Biſhop of Exeter, Lord Privy 
Seal ; the Earl of Oxford and the Biſhop of Wincheſter (Courtney) 
being his godfathers **.

Greenwich Hoſpital, in its preſent ſtate, conſiſts of four diſtin 
piles of building, diſtinguiſhed by the names of King Charles's ; 
Queen Anne's; King William's, and Queen Mary's. King Charles's 
and Queen Anne's are thoſe next the river: between them is the 
grand ſquare 270 feet wide; and in front by the river- ſide a terrace 
865 feet in length. The view, from the north gate, which opens 
to the terrace in the midway between the two buildings, preſents an 


aſſemblage of objects uncommonly grand and ſtriking. Beyond the 


iquare are ſeen the hall and chapel, with their beautiful domes, and 
the two colonnades, which form a kind of avenue, terminated by the 
Ranger's lodge in the park; on an eminence of which appears the 


74 Q 5 2 *.

King Charles's building flands on the weſt fide of the great 
ſquare; the eaſtern, part of it, which is of Portland ſtone, was erected 
in 1664, by Webb, after a deſign of his father-in-law Inigo Jones. 
The front towards the eaſt has in the centre a portico, ſupported by 
four Corinthian columns; and at each end a pavilion formed by 


four columns of the ſame order. 


In this range of buildings is the 


council-room, with an antichamber. In the antichamber are ſome 
lea-pieces, given by Thomas Harman, Eſq. repreſenting the exploits 
of his anceſtor Captain Thomas Harman, in the reign of Charles II.;

This and 
the ſouth front have each two pavilions ſimilar to thoſe in the caſt 
front. The weſt ſide of this building, comprehending the north- 
weſt and ſouth-weſt pavilions, was originally all of brick”. It 
was the firſt addition to King Charles's palace, being called 


the baſs building. The foundation was laid in 1696, and it was 


nearly completed in 1698. The whole of what is now called King 
Charles's building, contains fourtecn wards, in which are 301 beds. 


Queen Anne's building, on the caſt ſide of the great ſquare, nearly 


correſponds with King Charles's on the oppoſite ſide. The founda- 
tion of this building was laid in 1698: the greater part of it was 
raiſed and covered in before 1728. In this building are ſeveral of the 
officers' apartments; and twenty-four wards, in which are 437 beds. 

King William's building ſtands to the ſouth-weſt of the greg: 
ſquare. It contains the great hall, veſtibule, and dome, defignes 
and erected by Sir Chriſtopher Wren, between 1698 and 1703: 
to the caſt of theſe adjoins a colonade, 347 feet in length, ſupported 
by columns and pilaſters of the Doric order, 20 feet in height. In 
the veſtibule of the hall is the model of an antique ſhip, found in 
the Villa Mattea (given by Lord Anſon). The great hall is 106 
feet in length, 56 in width, and 50 in height. In the frize is the 
following inſcription : © Pietas auguſta ut babitent ſecurò et publ:c.

This price the directors agreed to pax, after conſulting ſome of the 
moſt eminent artiſts of that time; who declared the performance to 


be equal in merit to any thing of the kind in England, and ſuperior 


in the number of figures and ornaments. On the cicling are portraits 


of the Royal founders William and Mary, ſurrounded by the car— 


dinal virtues, the four ſeafons of the year, the Engliſh rivers, the 
four elements, the arts and ſciences relating to navigation; and 
other emblematical figures, among which are introduced, portraits 
of Flamſtced, the Aſtronomer Royal, and his pupil Nr. Thomas 
Weſton. The fides are adorned with fluted pilaſters, trophies, &c. 
The cicling of the upper hall repreſents Queen Anne and Prince 
George of Denmark, accompanied by various emblematical figures; 


the four quarters of the globe, &c. The ſubjects on the ſides are, 


the landing of the Prince of Orange at Harwich; and of George I. 
at Greenwich. At the upper end of the hall are portraits of 


George I. and his family, with many emblematical figures; among 


which Sir James Thornhill has introduced his own portrait. The weſt 
front of King William's building, which is of brick, was finithed 
by Sir John Vanburgh, about the year 1726. This building con- 
tains eleven wards, in which are 551 beds. 

The foundation of the eaſtern colonade {which is ſimilar to that 
on the weſt ſide) was laid in 1699; but the chapel, and other parts 
of Queen Nlary's building which adjoin to it, were not finiſhed til! 

752. This building, which correſponds to that called King Wil- 
am's, contains thirteen wards, in which are 1992 beds. 
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On the 2d of January 1779, a dreadful fire happened in this 
building, which deſtroyed the chapel, with its dome, part of the 


beds. The whole has been ſince rebuilt. The former chapel, which 


was deſtroyed, was deſigned by Ripley; the preſent chapel, by the 


late James Stuart, well known by his intereſting publications on the 
antiquities of Athens. It is 111 feet in length, and 52 in width: 
tl; portal is extremely rich; and the interior part fitted up in the 
molt elegant ſtyle of Grecian architecture. On the ſides are galleries 
tor the officers and their families, and beneath, ſeats for the pen- 
ſioners, nurſes, and boys. Over the altar is a large painting, (25 
ſect by 14,) repreſenting the ſhipwreck of St. Paul, by Weſt. Over 
the lower windows are paintings in chiaro obſcuro, by Rebecca and 
other artiſts. The pulpit is very richly ornamented with carved 
work, repreſenting ſcripture ſubjects. The organ, which is eſteemed 
a very fine one, was made by Green. 5 

The two pavilions at the extremities of the terrace were erected 
in 1778, and dedicated to their preſent Majeſties. 

The eaſt and weſt entrances into the Hoſpital are formed by two 


piers of ruſtic work. On thoſe at the weſt entrance are placed two 


large ſtone globes, each fix feet diameter. 
In 1763, it having been determined to erect an Infirmary without 
the walls of the Hoſpital for ſick penſioners, Mr. Stuart gave a deſign 


for the building, which was immediately completed by Mr. Robin— 


fon, then clerk of the works. It is a quadrangular brick building, 
198 feet in length, and 175 in breadth, containing 64 rooms, each 
formed ſo as to accommodate four patients; every room having, a 
chimney-place and ventilator. This building contains alſo a chapel, 
hall, and kitchen; apartments for the phyſician, ſurgeon, apothe- 
earv, matron, &c. Within the walls are hot and cold baths. 


In 
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In 1783, a ſchoolhouſe, with a dormitory for the boys, was 
built without the walls of the hoſpital ; the wards which the boys 
formerly occupied being appropriated to the reception of an addi- 
tional number of penſioners. This building was deſigned by Mr. 


Stuart, and erected under the ſuperintendence of Mr. Newton, clerk 


of the works. It is 146 feet in length, and 42 in breadth, ex- 
eluſive of a Tuſcan colonade in front, which is 180 fect long, and 
20 broad. The ſchool-room, 100 fect by 25, is capable of con- 
| taining 200 boys. In the upper {tories are two dormitories of the 
ſame length, furniſhed with hammocks. There are apartments alſo

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for the guardian, nurſes, and other attendants ; and, at a imall diſtance, 


a houſe for the ſchoolmaſter. 


Other out-buildings belonging to the hoſpital are, a large brewery, 


the officers” ſtables, &c. | 

The penſioners, who are the objects of this noble charity, mult be 
ſeamen diſabled by age or maimed (either in the King's ſervice, or in 
the merchant ſervice, if the wounds were received in defending or 
taking any ſhip, or in fight againſt a pirate“). Foreigners, who have 


ſerved two years in the Britiſh Navy, become cntitled to receive the 


benefits of this charity in the ſame manner as natives. The widows 
of ſeamen, purſuant to the intention of the Royal founder, are pro- 
vided for in this eſtabliſhment, enjoying the excluſive privilege of 
being appointed nurſes in the hoſpital. | | 

In the month of January 1705, the Royal Hoſpital at Greenwich 
was firſt opened for the reception of penſioners, when forty-two 
ſeamen, qualified as above mentioned, were admitted. Their num— 
ber has ſince been gradually increaled to 2350, which is the preſent

About 15, 400 penſioners, and 640 a have been admitted i into 
the Hoſpital ſince its firſt eſtabliſhment. 

In 1763, in conſequence of an application from the Commit- 
ſioners of Greenwich Hoſpital, aſſembled at a general court, an AQ 
of Parliament paſſed, enabling them (after defraying the neceſſary 
expences of the Hoſpital) to grant penſions to ſuch poor ſeamen 


(worn out and become decrepit in the King's ſervice) as could not 
be received, for want of room, into the Hoſpital. In purſuance of 
this Act, 1400 out-penſioners were appointed to receive 7l. per 


annum : their numbers having gradually decreaſed, by death, or ad- 


miſſion into the Hoſpital, 500 more were appointed in 1782. The 


preſent number of out- penſioners is about 1200. 

From the firſt beginning of the inſtitution, in compliance with the 
Royal founder's intention, a certain number of ſeamen's ſons have 
been educated in the Hoſpital ; at firſt, ten only; in 1731, they 
were increaſed to 60; and at length, to 150; which is the preſent 
complement. The boys muſt be, at the time of their admiſſion,

They are lodged, clothed, 


and maintained three years; during which time they are inſtructed 
in the principles of religion by the chaplains; and in writing, arith- 


metic, navigation, (and drawing, if they ſhew any genius for it,) 


by the {choolmaſter. Each boy has a Bible and P'raycr-book given 
him on his entrance into the ſchoo!, and is ſupplied, during his ſtay 


there, with all neceſſary books and inſtruments; which he is allowed 


to take with him when he leaves the ſchool. He is then bound out 


for ſeven years to the ſca-ſervice. An excellent branch this of the 


charity, which anſwers the double purpoſe of providing for the ſons 


of poor ſeamen, and of making them uſeful to their country. About 


2700 boys have been educated from the firſt eſtabliſhment of this 
charity to the preſent time. The maſter, who is appointed by the 
directors, has a ſalary of 1501. per annum, and a houſe. The preſent 
maſter is Mr. Peter Furbor. SO

The preſent revenue of the Hoſpital ariſes from ſuch of the grants 


and benefactions above mentioned as were of a permanent nature, 


and from fines for fiſhing with unlawful nets, and other offences 
committed on the river Thames. 

The expences of the ſchool are not paid out of this revenue, 
but it is ſupported ſolely by the following incidental funds: viz. 


money received for ſhewing the hall, chapel, and other parts of 


the building; mulcts, abſences, cheques, &c. of the penſioners and 
the nurſes ; profits on proviſions purchaſed of the penſioners ; ſale 


of old houſehold ſtores; and unclaimed property of deceaſed pen- 


ſioners and nurſes. Theſe funds have proved adequate to the ex- 
pences of the eſtabliſhment, and have produced a balance of ſavings 
inveſted in the ſtocks. 


King William's firſt commiſſion relating to Greenwich Hoſpital 


has been already mentioned, a ſecond commiſſion paſſed the Great 
Seal on the 25th of September 1695. In 1703, Queen Anne iſſued 
a commiſſion (dated July 21) which directed that ſeven commiſ-

ſtances rendered it neceſſary. New commiſſions of the ſame nature as 


that of Queen Anne, were iſſued by George I. and George H. on 


their acceſſion to the throne; but it was not till the year 1775, that 
the commiſſioners became a body corporate by a charter of his pre- 


ſent Majeſty. This charter grants powers to finiſh the building; to 


provide for ſeamen, either within or out of the Hoſpital ; to make 
bye-laws, &c. &c. It is provided by the charter, that all the officers 


of the Hoſpital ſhall be ſeafaring men ; the office of the directors is 


defined to be, to inſpe& the carrying on of the buildings; to ſtate 


the accounts, and to make contracts ; and to place the boys out as ap- 


prentices. The internal regulation of the Hoſpital to be in the Go- 


vernor and Council, as before mentioned. This charter was followed 


by an Act of Parliament, which veſted in the commiſſioners thus incor- 


porated, all the eſtates held in truſt for the benefit of the Hoſpital ©.

Clerk of the Checque, Surveyor, Clerk of the Works, beſides aſſiſt- 
ants, and a great number of inferior officers. The Governor and 
Treaſurer are appointed by the King's patent ; the other officers by 
the Admiralty, except the Surveyor and Clerk of the Works, who are 
nominated by the general court.

Greenwich palace having been converted into an hoſpital for ſea- 
men, as has been juſt related, the park remained, as it {till does, in 
the Crown.

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Greenwich-park, in 1633“. In 1642, being then called Greenwich- 
caſtle, it was thought of ſo much conſequence as a place of ſtrength, 
that immediate ſteps were ordered to be taken for ſecuring it“. 
Some years after the Reſtoration, King Charles II. (anno 1675) 
pulled down the old tower, and founded on its ſite a Royal Obſerva- 
tory. The foundation owed its origin to the following circumſtance: 
Monſieur de St. Pierre, a Frenchman, who came to London in 
1675, having demanded a reward from King Charles II. ſor his 
diſcovery of a method of finding the longitude by the moon's diſ- 
tance from a ſtar, a commiſſion was appointed to examine into his 
pretenſions. Mr. Flamſteed, who was appointed one of the com- 


miſſioners, furniſhed St. Pierre with certain data of obſervation by 


which to calculate the longitude of a given place. This he was 
unable to do; but excuſed himſelf by aſſerting that the data were 
falſe ; Mr. Flamſtced contended that they were true, but allowed that 

nothing certain could be deduced from them, for want of more exaQ 
tables of the moon, and more correct places of the fixed ſtars, than 
Tycho's obſervations, made with plain ſight, afforded. This being 
made known to the King, he declared that his pilots and ſailors 
ſhould. not want ſuch an aſſiſtance. He reſolved therefore to found 
an obſervatory, for the purpoſe of aſcertaining the motions of the 
moon, and the places of the fixed ſtars, as a means of diſcovering 
that great d ſideratum, the longitude at ſea ; and Flamſteed, who was 


recommended to his Majeſty by Sir Jonas Moor, was appointed 


Aſtronomer Royal“. Several places were talked of for the ſite of 
the obſervatory, as Hyde-park, the Polemical College at Chelſea, (now 
the Hoſpital,) &c. Mr. Flamſteed went to ſee Chelſea College, and 


approved of it; but Sir Chriſtopher Wren having recommended

The King allowed 
5ool. in money towards the building; bricks from Tilbury-fort, 
where there was a ſpare ſtock, and materials from the caſtle, 
which was pulled down; promiſing to grant any thing farther 


that ſhould be neceſſary. The foundation was laid Auguſt 10, 


1675; and in the month of Auguſt the next year, Flamſteed was put 
in poſſeſſion of the Obſervatory, which, from him, has acquired the 


name of Flamſteed-houſe. In September, he began to make obſerva- 


tions with a ſextant of fix feet radius, contrived by himſelf, and 
ſuch other inſtruments as were then in uſe. He reſided there many 
years, doing ample juſtice to the Royal choice; and ſhewing himſelf 


1o eminently qualified for his office that, as has very juſtly been ob- 
ſerved ”, he ſeemed born for it. Meanwhile he was walking in an 


almoſt untrodden path, being one of the firſt who made uſe of tele- 
ſcopic ſight: and it was not till 1689, that he had the advantage of a 
mural quadrant ; and even then, it was not ſuch as is now in uſe, but 
one contrived and divided partly by himſelf, without any help but the 
ſtrength of his own genius. Flamſteed died at Greenwich, Dec. 31, 
1719; when he was ſucceeded by Dr. Halley, who was an aſtrono- 


mer alſo of great eminence. Finding, upon his appointment, the 
_ Obſervatory bare both of inſtruments and furniture“, he began im- 


mediately to furniſh it anew, and to fix a tranſit inſtrument, A 


mural quadrant of eight feet radius, conſtrued under the direction 


of Graham, was put up at the public expence, in 1725*.

Dr. Bradley died on the 13th of July 1762, at the 
houſe of his wife's brother, Samuel Peach, Eſq. at Chalford in Glou- 
ceſterſhire, and was buried in the churchyard of Minchinhampton in 
that county, His immediate ſucceſſor at Greenwich was Nathaniel 
Bliſs, M. A. who died in 1764; when he was ſuccceded by the pre- 
ſent Aſtronomer Royal, Nevil Maſkelyne, D. D. who fills that ſitu— 
ation with great ability. Since his appointment, the Obſervatory 
has been furniſhed with an excellent achromatic teleſcope of 46

There was a chantry in the old church of St. Alphege dedicated to 
the Holy Croſs, and a guild or fraternity of that name, to which 
belonged a meſſuage and four acres of land **. 

Thomas Plume, who was preſented to this vicarage by Richard 
Cromwell, ſubſcribed to the Act of Conformity, and died vicar of 
Greenwich in 1704. His ſucceſſor, John Turner, was maſter of the 
ſchool on Blackheath, and afterwards prebendary of Canterbury, and 
of Lincoln. He publiſhed a ſet of ſermons preached at Boyle's Lec- 
tures, and ſeveral ſingle diſcourſes. Mr. Turner was ſucceeded, in 
1720, by Ralph Skerret, D.D. who publiſhed ſeveral ſingle ſermons, 
moſt of which were preached upon public occaſions. 

Samuel Squire, inſtituted to the vicarage of Greenwich in 1751 
(on the death of Dr. Skerret), was a native of Warminſter in Wilt- 
ſhire. He received his education at St. John's College in Cam- 


bridge; at which univerſity, in 1749, he took the degree of D.D. 
On the eſtabliſhment of his preſent Majeſty's houſehold, as Prince of 


Wales, Dr. Squire was made Clerk of the Cloſet. In 1760, he was 


appointed to the deanery of Briſtol, and in 1761 promoted to the ſee 


of St. David's. He held this vicarage in commendam till his death,

„they had done; whilſt the Spaniards comforted themſelves with 
the belief that they were devils, and not men, who had deſtroyed 
„their ſhips.” For his ſhare in this gallant exploit, Captain 
Stainer was knighted by Cromwell at Whitehall, June 11, 1657; 
and ſoon afterwards made a Vice-Admiral. Sir Richard Stainer was 


one of the commanders who went with Admiral Montague to bring 


over Charles the Second. He was knighted by the King, and made 
Rear-Admiral of the fleet; but did not long enjoy his honours.

16s. per annum '*') 
to truſtees, for the purpoſe of educating poor children of this pariſh, 
and clothing them, till ſifteen years of age; allowing for the clothing 
of each, 40s. per annum. Sir William Hooker, in 1691, gave 6l. 
per annum to this ſ:hool. Dr. Thomas Plume, vicar of Greenwich, 


who died in 1704, gave to the pariſh ſome tenements at Deptford 
(now producing only 21. per annum), applied in aid of Roan's cha- 


rity. Sir Peter Dennis gave bank-ſtock producing 81. 11s. per 
annum to Roan's ſchool; and Mr. Swete the intereſt of 1231. 5s. 2d. 
India annuities. In this, which is called the Grey-coat School, 60 
boys are now clothed and educated. . 1 

Sir William Boreman, in the year 1672, founded another ſchool 
at Greenwich (called the Green- coat School), tor the education, main- 
tenance, and clothing of twenty poor boys of this pariſh; who are to 
be inſtructed in writing, accounts, and navigation. He endowed it 
with certain lands, tenements, and fee-farm rents, committing the 
management of it to the Drapers' Company.

plain Many Roman antiquities have been found on the edge of 
the heath, particularly in that part neareſt to Greenwich“; and 
ſeveral umuli or barrows, but none of very large dimenſions, are till 
to be ſeen. 

In the early part of the eleventh century, the Danes are ſaid to 
have been encamped on Blackheath.. Their flect lay at Greenwich 


in 1012, 1013, and 1014; their army being ſtationed on the hills 


above, moſt probably about Eaſt-Combe and Weſt-Combe “. In 
Weſt-Combe-park the traces of entrenchments are till viſible. In 


1381, Wat Tyler, Jack Straw, and their aſſociates, were encamped 
upon Blackheath *". Jack Cade, _ counterfeit Mortimer, twice 


occupied the ſame ſtation in 1450 *”*. On the 23d of February 
1451, the King was met on Blackheath by a great number of Cade's 
deluded followers in their ſhirts, who humbly, on their knees, craved 
for pardon **. In 1452, Henry VI. pitched his tent upon Black-

of York (afterwards Edward IV ““). 2 1471, the baſtard Falcon- 


bridge encamped there with his army. In the year 1497, Lord 
Audley and the Corniſh rebels pitched their tents upon Blackheath, 
where they waited the arrival of Henry VII. and his army. A 
battle enſued on the 22d of July. The rebels were overthrown, and 
their chiefs taken and executed“. The ſite of Michael Joſeph's 
tent (one of the ringleaders) was ſhown when Lambard wrote his 
Perambulation. It was commonly called the ſmith' s forge, Joſeph 
having been by trade a blackſmith *”. 

Blackheath has been the ſcene alſo of triumphal proceſſions and 
ceremonial meetings, attended with much ſplendid pageantry. Here,

land, attended by a numerous retinue“ . The ſame year Cardinal 


Campeius, being ſent by the Pope into England, as his Legate, was 


received upon this heath by the Duke of Norfolk, and a great num- 
ber of prelates, knights, and gentlemen, who conducted him to a 
rich tent of cloth of gold : there he arrayed himſelf in his Cardinal's 
robes, and rode thence, in much ſtate, to London“ 
magnificent proceſſion was that which appeared upon Blackheath at 


the meeting between Henry VIII. and the Lady Anne of Cleve, on 


the 3d of January 1540-1. 


The Chronicles tells us that ſhe came down Shooter? hall at twelve 


o'clock, and alighted at a tent of cloth of gold prepared on the heath 
for her reception. 'Fhe King having notice of her arrival, went 
through the park to meet her, attended by moſt of the nobility, the 
biſhops, the heralds, foreign ambaſſadors, &c. The proceſſion from

Mrs. Elizabeth Lloyd, anno 1693, gave a rent-charge of 31. per 
annum for teaching children to read. Mrs. Elizabeth Harriſon, in 
1738, gave 21. per annum for the ſame purpoſe; and 108. to be 
diſtributed on Good Friday among thoſe who ſhould ſay their cate- 


chiſm beſt. A ſchool-houſe was erected in 1791, and a maſter and 


miſtreſs appointed to teach all the poor children in the parith to read, 
and the girls to work: the expence of which, except the aid from 
the above-mentioned benefactions, is defrayed by voluntary ſub- 
ſcriptions. 

Sir Samuel Lennard, Knt. anno 1617, gave 408. per annum, to 
be diſtributed on the anniverſary of the Popiſh Plot, among ſuch 40 
poor perſons as ſhall be preſent at a ſermon to be preached on that 
occaſion at Weſt Wickham church ; ten of the laid poor perſons to 
be of the pariſh of Hayes.

„H18 village lies in the hundred of Blackheath, at the diſtance 
of ſix miles from London, and one from Greenwich. The 
pariſh is bounded by Eltham ; the extraparochial hamlet of Motting- 


ham; Bromley ; Lewiſham ; Charlton, and the extraparochial ham- 
let of Kidbrook. It contains about 1060 acres of land, of which about 


520 are arable, about 460 meadow and paſture, and about 80 wood- 
land; there is no common. The ſoil, in the upper part of the 
pariſh, towards Bromley, is a {tiff clay; in other parts, gravel. 
This pariſh pays the ſum of 1771. to the 88 which is at the 
rate of about 28. in the pound. 

The manor of Lee was held of Edward the Confeſſor by Alwin. 
William the Conqueror gave it to his half-brother Odo, Biſhop of 
Baieux and Earl of Kent; of whom it was held by Walter de 
Douay '. In the reign of Edward I. it was the property of John 
de Banquel, or Bankwell, who, in the year 1302, had a charter of 
free-warren in all his lands at Lee, Lewiſham, and Bromley *. 


The manor is thus deſcribed in the re-

In the year 1387, Sir Richard Stury and Robert Bankwell granted 
the manors of Lee, and of Bankers and Shrof holt, (in Lee,) which 


they poſſeſſed by an infeoffment from William, ſon and heir of Tho- 


mas de Bankwell, to Richard Dudlie and James Vanel; which 
Richard and James, the ſame year, conveyed them to Sir Richard 
Stury and his heirs . They appear to have been in poſſeſſion of the 
Stury family as late as the year 1452; ſoon after which they be- 
came the property of Richard Widville, Lord Rivers*, who was 
beheaded at Banbury in 1469. His fon Anthony, Earl Rivers, 
ſhared the ſame fate at Pomfret, in 1483, being ſucceeded by his 
younger brother Richard, who dicd in 1491, ſeiſed of the manors 
of Lee, Lee-Shrofholt, and Bankers“; which he deviſed, by will, to 
his nephew Thomas Grey, Marquis of Dorſet '. In 1511, Thomas 
Marquis of Dorſet (fon of the former) granted theſe manors to 
King Henry VIII. in exchange for lands in Leiceſterſhire *, Various

The pariſh church, dedicated to St. Margaret, is an ancient build- 
ing of flint and ſtones, conſiſting of a nave and chancel. At the

In the laſt century it 


was in agitation (as appears by papers now extant) to rebuild this 


church, which was then repreſented to be in a ſtate too ruinous to 
admit of repair.

This eminent aſtronomer was born at Haggerſton, in the pariſh of 
St. Leonard, Shoreditch. He was educated at Queen's College in 


Oxford, where, at an early age, he diſtinguiſhed himſelf in his fa- 


vourite ſcience, by publithing, when only nineteen years of age, a 


treatiſe on the direct and geometrical method of finding the e 


and eccentricity of comets. Soon afterwards he went to St. Helena, 
for the purpoſe of obſerving the ftars near the South Pole. In 1682, 
he began (being then reſident at Iflington) to obſerve the motions of 
the moon, to which, during the remainder of his life, his obſerva- 
tions were chiefly directed, with a view towards aſcertaining the

longitude at ſea. In 1698 and 1699, he made two voyages as 


on the variation of the compats.

14th of January 1741-2. Beſides the publications already men- 
tioned, Dr. Halley was author alſo of the Theory of the Variation of 
the Magnetical Compaſs; tables ſhowing the value of annuities for 
lives (1692) ; tranſlations of Apollonius's Geometrical Works, and 
numerous papers in the Philoſophical Tranſactions. His aſtrono- 
mical tables were publiſhed in 1752. Dr. Halley was the firſt who 
diſcovered the method of meaſuring heights by the barometer *

This excellent comedian was the ſon of 
a builder in Bow-lane. He was born Feb. 29, 1736, and educated 


at St. Paul's ſchool ; being intended for an architect, he was placed 


as a pupil with Sir Henry Cheere *; but his inclinations ſtrongly 
leading him to the ſtage, he quitted the ſtudy of that art and made 
his firſt appearance at the little Theatre in the Haymarket, in the 
part of Kent in King Lear, in 1756, but it was not till ſome years 
after that he eſtabliſhed himſelf on the London ſtage. He had an 


engagement for a ſhort time at York, whence he removed to Edin- 


burgh, where he remained till he had acquired ſo much fame that 
Garrick was induced to invite him to Drury-lane Theatre, where he

made his firſt appearance in Filch in the Beggars' Opera, Sept. 21, 
1763. After the ſeceſſion of Yates he ſucceeded to moſt of his cha- 
raters, and eſtabliſhed himſelf a fame which may vie with any of 
his contemporaries or predeceſſors. His features were ſo truly 
comic, and his power of exciting laughter fo irreſiſtible, that his 
brother performers have frequently found it extremely difficult to 
preſerve ſufficient gravity to do juſtice to their own parts. Among 
a great variety of characters, in which he ſhone without a competi- 
tor, may be mentioned, as perhaps ſome of the moſt ſtriking, Cor- 
baccio in the Fox ; Foreſight in Love for Love; Moneytrap in the 
Confederacy ; Don Manuel in She Would and She Would Not ; 
Hardcaſtle in She Stoops to Conquer, and Dogberry. His laſt per- 
formance was Sir Fretful Plagiary in the Critic (in which alſo he 
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much excelled), Jan. 19, 1795. He had long been troubled with 


an aſthmatic complaint, which in the latter part of his life rendered 


his appearance on the ſtage leſs frequent; and his attacks were ſo 


ſudden that the public were often diſappointed of ſeeing him, even 
when his name was announced in the bills. He died, after a ſhort 
confinement, on the zd of February. - 1 
Harris ſays, that Samuel Purchas reſided at Lee, and there wrote a 
great part of that collection of travels which is called his Pilgrim“. 


This pariſh has a right of ſending one boy to the ſchool at Black- 


heath, founded in 1656 by Abraham Colfe, vicar of Lewiſham “. 

In the year 1683, Charles Boone, Eſq., and Mary his wife, 
founded an alms-houſe with a chapel adjoining, and a ſchool-houſe, 
for ſix poor perſons, and a ſchool-miſtreſs, endowing it with lands 
and rents, then producing 571. per annum. The Founders com- 
mitted the care of this charity to the Merchant Taylors' Company, 
appointing the annual income to be thus diſpoſed of : To a chaplain,

10s. ; books and other neceſſaries for the children, and books for 
the chapel, 21. The remainder to be uſed for repairs, or, if more 
than wanted for that purpoſe, to go towards augmenting the allow- 
ances of the chaplain, clerk, ſchool-miſtreſs, and penſioners. The 
Founders gave alſo the ſum of 1001. to the Merchant Taylors, for the 
purpoſe of defraying the expences of an annual viſitation of the 
alms-houſes on the firſt Thurſday in July. Rules and ordinances 
for this charity were made to the following purport : The rector of 
Lee to be chaplain, or, on his refuſal, the vicar of Lewiſham : prayers 
to be read in the chapel twice a-week ; the clerk to be the pariſh 
clerk of Lee, or, on his refuſal, the pariſh clerk of Lewiſham ; the 
ſchool-miſtreſs to be fifty years of age ar the leaſt, a pariſhioner of 
Lee or Greenwich : ſhe 1s to teach twelve children (preſented by the 
rector and church-wardens of Lee) to read, or, if girls, to ſew, knit, 
and mark ; the boys to continue in the ſchool till eleven years of age, 
the girls till twelve; the penſioners to be men or women choſen 
from among the pooreſt people of Lee, ſuch as have lived orderly, 
and ſupported themſelves by honeſt labour in their younger days, and 
can ſay the Lord's Prayer, Creed, and Ten Commandments, or are 
willing to learn them within two months after their admiſſion. If 
ſuch perſons cannot be found in Lee, they are to be choſen from 
Lewiſham, or if there ſhould be none there thus qualified, from 
Greenwich. The preſent revenue of this charity is 731. per annum; 
the chaplain's ſalary is now 121.; the miſtreſs's, gl. (with 21. 28. for 
fuel); the clerk's, 41.; the penſioners have 28. per week each, beſides 
a ſmall allowance of fuel and clothes, as directed by the Founders. 
The alms-houſe ſtands in the village, at the corner of the road which 
leads up to the church.

Henry Lane, who died in 1593, gave a rent-charge of 6s. 8d. per 
annum (on lands in Bexley) to the poor of this pariſh. William 
Hattecliffe, Eſq. in 1620, gave a fourth part of certain lands and 
tenements in Greenwich, and an eighth part of certain other tene- 
ments, (which ſhares now produce 241. 8s. gd. per annum,) to the 
poor of Lee, This, by a decree of Chancery paſſed in 1622,

N the moſt ancient Saxon records this place is called Leveſham, 
that is, the houſe among the meadows ; /e/eve, les, lzfe, or lzſerw, 

in the Saxon, ſignifies a meadow, and ham, a dwelling. It is now 
written, as well in parochial and other records as in common uſage, 
Lewiſham.

The village is ſituated on the road to Bromley, and extends 
nearly a mile in length. The church, which ſtands about the centre 
of the village, is not far from the ſix- mile ſtone. The pariſh, which 


lies in the hundred of Blackheath, is bounded by Lambeth, Camber- 


well, and the hamlet of Penge in Surrey, and by St. Paul's Dept- 
ford, Greenwich, Lee, Charlton, Eltham, Bromley, and Beckenham, 
in Kent. I have not been able to obtain the quantity of cultivated 


land, of which about two thirds are ſaid to be arable. The wood- 


lands are about 200 acres, the waſte on Sydenham- common, Black- - 
heath, &c. nearly 1000. Mr. Ruſſell, who has one of the moſt ex- 


tenſive concerns of that kind in the kingdom, occupies about fifty acres 


of nurſery ground, and there are about forty cultivated by market gar- 


deners.

eaſtern moiety, which is now ſtanding, was inherited (with the 
lands belonging to it) by Mr. Brooke's niece, the widow of John 
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Secker, Eſq. who is the preſent proprietor. Place-houſe is ſaid to 


have been one of the ſeats of the Earl of Eſſex, Queen Elizabeth's 
favourite; but I cannot find any authority for the tradition. 

The manor or farm of Little Bankers, in this pariſh and Lee, was 
the property of Thomas Banquel, who died in 1361 ”. In 1545, 
being veſted in the Crown, it was granted to Henry Byrd, who 
was poſſeſſed alſo of another eſtate in this pariſh called Great Hatch- 
field, both of which deſcended to his * George. They 
afterwards became attached to the Catford eſtate A and are now the 
property of Lord Eliot. 

The old pariſh church of Lewiſham (dedicated to St. Mary) 
being much decayed, an AR of Parliament was obtained in 1774, 


for powers to rebuild it. The preſent ſtructure, which is of ſtone, 


conſiſts of an oblong ſquare, with a ſmall circular receſs at the eaſt end 


for the altar. On the ſouth ſide is a portico ſupported by four columns 
of the Corinthian order. At the weſt end ſtands an ancient ſquare 


tower the upper part of which has been rebuilt. The inſide is neatly 
fitted up. At the weſt end is an organ, given by Mr. Spencer, 
whoſe arms are on the front. On each ſide of the organ is a 
very handſome monument put up by the Petrie family. That on 


the north ſide is to the memory of Anne Dick, wife of John 


Petrie, Eſq.“, who died in 1787; and John, her only ſon, who 
died in 1789. This monument conſiſts of a bas relief, of white 
ſtatuary marble, incloſed within a border of dove marble, re- 
preſenting, in figures of the natural ſize, the deceaſed lying on her

It was exe- 
cuted in Italy. The other monument, on the ſouth ſide of the organ, 
was put up by William Petrie, Eſq. in memory of his mother, Mar- 
garet, relict of the Rev. Robert Petrie“, who died in 1791. This 
monument is the work of Mr. Banks, and repreſents Mrs. Petrie 
dying in the arms of Religion ſupported by Faith and Hope. 


On the north wall of the church, under the gallery, is a tablet

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Lewiſham is a vicarage in the dioceſe of Rocheſter, and in the 
deanery of Dartford. The advowſon of the church belonged at a 
very early period to the abbot and convent of Ghent, to whom, in 
the reign of Henry II. the great tithes were appropriated *. They 
have ſince paſſed with the manor, being now the property of the 
Earl of Dartmouth, in whom alſo the advowſon of the vicarage is 


veſted. In 1287, the church of Lewiſham was rated at twenty 


marks; the vicarage at ten marks. In 1431, the vicar of this church 


ſeems to have made an agreement not much to the advantage of his ſuc- 


ceſſors, by giving up his claim to the tithe of hay and underwood on 
the demeſne lands, in conſideration of receiving one half of the wax 
offered in the church on the feaſt of Purification **. In 1650, this 
vicarage (with the houſe and fifty-four acres of glebe**) was valued at 
170l. per annum*. In the King's books it is rated at 231. 198. 2d. 

The learned and pious Dr. Stanhope, who was preſented to this 
vicarage by Lord Dartmouth in 1689, was a native of Hertiſhorn in 


Derbyſhire **. He received his education at Eaton and at King's 


College in Cambridge. In 1697 he commenced D. D. and in 1703 
was promoted to the deanery of Canterbury. His writings ”' are 


held in great eſteem, particularly his Comments upon the Epiſtles 


and Goſpels. His printed ſermons are very numerous; they were 
much admired when delivered by himſelf from the pulpit, the purity 
of their diction being graced with the moſt happy elocution.

It was taken 
from them by Godwin Earl of Kent, who gave it to his ſon Toſ- 


tan. Edward the Confeſſor reſtored it to the monaſtery* ; but on 


his death, in 1066, it was again ſcized by Toſtan ; who was after- 


wards lain in rebellion againſt his brother Harold, and all his eſtates 


ſeized. King William gave this manor to Odo Biſhop of Baieux and 


Earl of Kent; who was perſuaded, through the interceſſion of 


Archbiſhop Lanfranc, to reſtore a moiety of it to the abbot and 


convent of St. Auguſtine, which grant of the Biſhop's was con- 


firmed by the Conqueror's charter*. In 1074, he gave the other 


moiety to the monaſtery; from which time the monks continued 


in uninterrupted poſſeſſion of both till the diſſolution of their 
convent. King Henry VIII. granted it, in 1539, to Sir Edward 


Boughton '; of whoſe deſcendants it was purchaſed, in 1685, by 
John Michel, Eſq. of Richmond in Surrey*; who, by his will,

PLUMSTEAD. 


In the year 1461, Richard Bond, clerk, and others, conveyed to 
the maſter and brethren of the Hoſpital of St. Thomas of Acon, 
a meſſuage, ninety acres of marſh land, ſixty of arable, and fifty of 
wood, with certain rents and ſervices, lately the property of John 
Erith, Gent. This eſtate was purchaſed by Erith and his anceſtors 
of various perſons, principally by Robert Erith, in 1366, of Edmund 
 Lambyn*. After the ſurrender of the Hoſpital it was granted, by 
the name of the manor of Plumſtead-Upland, late parcel of the 
poſſeſſions of the Hoſpital of St. Thomas of Acon, to Martin Bowes.

It was included in the alienation from Thomas Bowes to the Barnes. 


The ſubſequent deſcent I have not been able to learn, but it is pro-

Woolwich lies on the banks of the Thames, within the hundred 
of Blackheath, and at the diſtance of nine miles from London.

being there bounded by Barking, and Barking-creek which ſeparates 
it from Eaſtham. On the ſouth and weſt, Woolwich is bounded by

It is very uncertain when the dockyard at Woolwich was firſt 
eſtabliſhed. Biſhop Gibſon ſuppoſes it to have been the oldeſt in

OME obſervations were made in the firſt volume of this work 
relating to the firſt introduction of the culture of OST or” 
ſale in this kingdom; which appears, by Fuller's account *, to have 
been about the year 1590.

of the land within a few miles of London became occupied for that 
purpoſe. The culture of garden-ground is principally confined to 
thoſe pariſhes which lie within a moderate diſtance of the river, on 
account of the convenience of water-carriage for manure, which, 
ſince the prodigious increaſe of carriages, as well of hackney and 
ſtage coaches as of thoſe kept by private families“, is procured in 
great abundance from the London ſtables. 

Buy a general calculation, founded upon inquiries made in each 
pariſh, it appears that there are about five thouſand acres, within 
twelve miles of the metropolis, conſtantly cultivated for the ſupply 
of the London markets with garden vegetables, excluſive of about 
800 acres cropped with fruit of various kinds“, and about 1700 acres 
cultivated for potatoes '* Beſides which, there are, perhaps, 1200 
more cropped with various garden vegetables for the food of

In the pariſh of Fulham, the cultivation of gardens for the market 
is carried on to a greater extent than in any other in the kingdom. 
The quantity occupied by market-gardeners only 1s about $00 acres; 
(o which may be added nearly 200 more cultivated for the market 
by farming-gardeners. 

The cultivation of aſparagus is carried on to the greateſt extent in 
the pariſhes of Deptford St. Paul's, Chiſwick, Batterſea, and Mortlake ; 
there being about 180 acres of it in the four pariſhes, of which about 
79 are in Mortlake'*; which may be ſaid to produce a greater quantity 
of that vegetable than any pariſh in England. Deptford is famous 
alſo for the culture of onions for ſeed ; 
there are about 20 acres *.

Mr. Claxton, in 1788, purchaſed a farm at Shirley, adjoining tc 
his own lands, of William Hayley, Eſq. the poet, to whom it came 
by marriage from the family of Lockington *. The ſoil of the upper 
part of Shirley heath or common is extremely barren, conſiſting 
almoſt wholly of ſhingles or looſe round pebbles, with a very {mall

Archbithop Sheldon was born in Staffordſhire, anno 1598. He 
was made Warden of All Soul's College in 1635, ejected and im- 
priſoned in 1647, reſtored in 1660, and the ſame year made Biſhop 
of London. In 1663, he ſucceeded Juxon in the See of Canter- 
bury; and in 1667, he was elected Chancellor of the Univerſity of 
Oxford, where the Sheldonian Theatre will be a laſting monument 
of his muniſicence ©, = 

Archbiſhop Wake was born in 1657, at Blandford in Dorſetſhire, 
and received his education at Chriſt Church College in Oxford. He 
was made Biſhop of Lincoln in 1705, and in 1716 Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury. This learned prelate publiſhed ſeveral works in defence 
of the doctrines and eſtabliſhment of the church of England, and 
of the King's ſupremacy. There are three volumes allo extant of 
his Sermons, Charges, &c. | 

Archbiſhop Potter was a native of Yorkſhire, and a Fellow of 
Lincoln College in Oxford. He was made Regius Profeſſor of 
Divinity in 1708, Biſhop of Oxford in 171 5, and ſucceeded Wake 
in the See of Canterbury in 1737. This prelate, who was much 
diſtinguiſhed for his learning, particularly for his ſkill in the Greck 
language, publiſhed an edition of Lycophron, and ſome other critical

works, whilſt at the Univerſity. Beſides his well-known Treatiſe 
on the Antiquities of Greece, he was author of a Diſcourſe on

Archbiſhop Herring, who had been a much-admired preacher at 
Lincoln's Inn, diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the year 1745 by his ſpeech 
to the army in the North, being then Archbiſhop of York. He was 


made Biſhop of Bangor in 1737, tranſlated to York in 1747, and to 
Canterbury the ſame year. He publiſhed a few ſermons preached on 


public occaſions.

Having been for ſome time an aſſiſtant to Philip Miller at Chelſea, 


Mr. Aiton was pointed out to the Princeſs Dowager, in 1759, 
as a proper perſon to form and arrange a botanical garden“. 
How fully he juſtified the recommendation, the preſent ſtate of 
the exotic grounds at Kew, which he ſuperintended upwards of 
thirty years, and in which he arranged and cultivated with ſuc- 
ceſs the greateſt number of plants, perhaps, ever collected in one 
garden, will evince. In 1783, Mr. Aiton was appointed to the care 
of the pleaſure-grounds and kitchen-garden, when he ſhewed equal 
{ſkill in a new department, and proved as ſucceſsful in the culture

of hot-houſe fruit, as he had been in the management of exotics. 


There is a portrait of Mr. Aiton in the library at Sir Joſeph Banks's 
in Soho-ſquare, which is a very good likeneſs. He holds in his hand 
a plant called, in compliment to him, Aitonia. Mr. Aiton was ſuc- 
ceeded in all his appointments by his ſon Mr. W. Aiton, jun.

In the year 1295, John de Middleton, citizen and draper of 
London, purchaſed of William de Bredeſtrete, and others, a meſſuage, 
a mill, 203 acres of land, three acres of meadow, two acres of 
wood, and 6s. rents, in Wilſdon and Hendon; which eſtate, 
increaſed by ſubſequent purchaſes, was called afterwards the manor 
of Middletons; and is ſuppoſed to have paſſed to Robert Curſon 
and William Benyngton, as coheirs, by marriage, of William de 
Middleton, heir of John above mentioned.

purchaſed the other moiety for an annuity of eight marks, became 


poſſeſſed of the whole.

He was ſuc- 


ceeded in the poſſeſſion of the manor of Middletons by John 


Glouceſter, clerk of the King's Exchequer, whoſe daughter and heir,

Barlee, Eſq. who, in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, ſold it to 
Edmund Roberts, Eſq.

« round the great Oak on Hainault Foreſt in Eſſex, on the firſt 
Friday in July; with an Account of the Founder Mr. Daniel 
% Day.” —The author informs us that Mr. Day, (who was a block 
and pump-maker in the pariſh of St. John, Wapping,) had a ſmall 
eſtate near Fairlop-oak, whither he uſed to repair annually on the 
firſt Friday in July; when it was his cuſtom to invite a ſele& 
party of his neighbours to accompany him and dine under the 
ſhade of the oak on beans and bacon. In the courſe of a few years, 
other parties were formed on Mr. Day's anniverſary, and ſutling- 
booths erected for their accommodation; theſe increafing progreſ- 


ſively, booths were erected alſo by perſons who brought various 


articles for ſale; and, about the year 1725, the place began to

exhibit the appearance of a regular fair. Mr. Day continued to 
reſort annually to his favourite ſpot, as long as he lived; and, in 
memory of its origin, never failed to provide on the day of the 
fair ſeveral ſacks of beans, with a proportionate quantity of bacon, 
which he diſtributed, from the trunk of the tree, to the perſons there 
aſſembled. For ſeveral years before Mr. Day's death, the pump 
and blockmakers of Wapping, to the number of about thirty or 
forty, went annually to the fair, in a boat made of one piece of 
entire fir, covered with an awning, mounted on a coach-carriage, 


and drawn by ſix horſes, attended with flags and ſtreamers, a band 
of muſic, and a great number of perſons, both on foot and on horſe- 


back. This cuſtom is till continued. A few years before Mr. Day 
died, his favourite oak loſt a large limb, out of which he procured a 
coffin to be made for his own interment. His death happened on 
the 19th of October 1767, at the age of 84. His remains were 
conveyed to Barking by water, purſuant to his own requeſt *, 
accompanied by ſix journeymen pump and block-makers, to each of 


whom he bequeathed a new leathern apron and a guinea. There is a 


tombſtone in the churchyard at Barking to his memory, and another 
to that of his ſiſter, Mrs. Sarah Killick, who died in 1 782, in the
